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BUILDING RESEARCH IN CANADA 


SS has been doing building research vigorously now for ten years, 
A but has fortunately found time in the midst of a busy period of growth to 
report upon past performance and glance ahead at prospects and responsi- 
bilities for the next few years.* A creditable picture is presented. 


The beginnings, as in all the Dominions, bear some British markings. There 
is a parent organisation not unlike the United Kingdom’s Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research (the National Research Council), and Building 
Research is a division of it, with a structure and balance much resembling the 
Building Research Station. But the adaptation to local conditions has given 
it at the same time a unique character, for in addition to its headquarters 
in Ottawa it has formed a systematic pattern of sub-stations, reaching all 
across Canada and far into the north. The measure of both the needs and the 
achievement acquires scale for Europeans when it is recalleu that Canada, 
from east to west is as far as from Lisbon to the middle of Siberia—a thousand 
miles beyond Moscow—with the climatic extremes of such an area. Other 
comparisons heighten the contrasts, for the population is less than a third of 
that in Great Britain while the annual expenditure on building and civil 


engineering, at $400 per capitum, is apparently not less than the total for the 
United Kingdom. 


The Report—prepared under the guiding hand of R. F. Legget, the director— 
is an easy-to-read document which usefully begins with a short history, continues 
with the development of basic policies, discusses then the decade’s work in 
appropriate detail, and finally says something of the Division’s hopes for the 
next few years. Reading between the lines there is additional interesting 
information. The Canadian organisation clearly has some of the usual prob- 
lems that beset communication between research organisations and industry, 
but equally clearly it enjoys support from the latter; and ‘enjoys’ seems exactly 
the right word, for it evidently has had a kind of confident and helpful moral 
support from the professions, the unions and the industrial sides which might 
be made more evident here in Britain than it is. Such support must go a long 
way to help with communication. We sometimes make things hard for our- 
selves in Britain by standing back and looking at things too long and too 
sceptically and receiving them—as in the end we do—too reluctantly. 


A nice aspect of the Canadian research, which one likes to think had its roots 
in Britain, is the leavening of fundamental research in the programme. Good 
fundamental studies often look too remote from immediate needs to be justifi- 
able when one has limited resources and pressing demands, but they are often 
the key to the most far-reaching benefits, and set quality-standards of work 
vital for organisations which could more easily fill their time with superficial 
matters. 


Courteous tributes are paid to the British Building Research Station in the 
Report, ‘the lone pioneer for a quarter of a century’ as they putt. It is good to 
know that these splendid younger organisations around the-Commonwealth 
have found this sort of pioneering an inspiration; apart from anything else it 
gives reality to some of the intangibles of our Commonwealth. Shortly our 
own Building Research Station completes its fourth decade. It is an organisa- 
tion unique in its comprehensiveness and quality, built up carefully over the 
years into a fine, hard-working and effective organisation. It would be valuable 
if it, too, could then find time to reflect upon what has been done and what 
view it takes of its future in the industry.

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Notes of the Week 


Visitor from the Cape 


HERE for the Architectural Education 

Conference at Oxford, Professor 
L. W. Thornton White arrived by 
Britannia aircraft from Cape Town on 
Monday. Though he has had no agenda 
‘and is officially in the dark as to what 
the whole thing is about,” Thornton 
White should have something of value 
to tell the Conference, especially on the 
importance of securing a high standard 
of entrant for architectural courses and 
in setting high aims. 

The School of Architecture in Cape 
Town has for the past 14 years been a 
limited faculty, accepting annually 60 
architectural students and 13 quantity 
surveyors. * By experience,’ says Thorn- 
ton White, ‘we have learned not to be 
weak about entrance qualifications, even 
if a man can draw like da Vinci in char- 
coal.’ The School has been concentrating 
for several years on the more important 
problems of further education ‘ not pri- 
marily as architects but as men skilled 








in design who speak the same language 
as their educated clients and who do not 
cringe behind misunderstood witticisms 
of the glossier monthly periodicals.’ They 
are trained at the same time construc- 
tively to assist the foreman and maintain 


some modicum of respect from the 
tradesmen and fitters, 
Thornton White says that selection 


methods with these aims in mind have 
produced on average 80 per cent. of 
successes, * but,’ he says, ‘I do not know 
how to reach the 100." Most of our 
schools, it would be fair to say, would 
be more than happy if they got anywhere 
near the lower figure. Oxford during Con- 
ference time next week should be a 
livelier place for the presence of a man 
who, in addition to putting South Africa 
on the map architecturally, has the fur- 
ther distinction of being President of the 
Cape Winetasters’ Guild.

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CORRESPONDENCE 
Architects and ‘Spec’ Housing 
To the Editor of The Builder 
SSR. —The size of the audience at the 

RIBA on March 25 shows the ad- 
miration that is felt for Mr. Eric Lyons’ 
pioneer work in speculative building. It 
came therefore as a shock when Mr. 
Lyons said that most architects do not 
interest themselves in speculative build- 
ing work, The real question is whether 
speculative builders interest themselves in 
architects. 

Not unnaturally the root problem is 
one of money. Builders often believe 
that architects are wasteful and unprac- 
ticable (and occasionally they are justi- 
fied). Building societies will only finance 
‘safe designs, by which they mean 
houses which can be easily resold. They 
know their public and we must face the 
fact that the British public is cautious and 
unimaginative, and actually likes the 
pre-war type of suburban house because 
it is familiar. 

This is not to say that the public could 
not and should not be persuaded to like 
something very much better. It is our 
duty to be constantly seeking to improve 
standards of performance and design in 
just the same way as car manufacturers. 
Architects and builders working together 
could produce housing which is both 
economical and up to date as long as 
they respect and try to understand each 
other’s viewpoint. New and better design 
can be a selling proposition as long as 
each realises that the other can teach him 
something.

Main Contractors and 
Specialist Work 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, —In your issue of February 14 you 

published a summary of the data col- 
lected by the RICS Cost Research Panel 
from the replies to its questionnaire on 
housing work. 

In the first paragraph under question 11 
it is stated that, in the opinion of some of 
those who replied to the questionnaire, a 
saving could be obtained by including for 
tender in the main bill ‘piling, asphalt tank- 
ing, fibrous plaster, plumbing, sanitary goods 
ind fittings, gas and electrical appliances 
ind joinery.” The second paragraph under 
he same heading notes with some surprise 
that main contractors do not usually tender 
for such items. 

Clause 21(f) of the RIBA Main Contract 
1956 Revision) allows the contractor to 
ender for any item for which a prime cost 

r provisional sum is included in the bills of 

uantities, provided that such item is in the 
vay of his ‘ordinary course of business.’ 

Main contractors do not usually, in the 

rdinary course of their businesses, carry out 

ling, asphalt tanking or fibrous plaster 
rk, and the same is true to a lesser extent 
gas and electrical appliances, plumbing, 
inery, etc. Quite rightly, therefore, they

Craftsmanship and Building 
Education Today 
To the Editor of The Builder 


&IR,—Because the remarks that Dr. 
"Sidwell quotes (The Builder, March 
7) were made in response to a letter of 
mine, published elsewhere, may I be 
allowed to add a few observations? 

A craft is a body of knowledge that 
has been amassed by mankind over many 
millennia. For a man to be proficient in 
his craft, and thus be an inheritor of the 
skill of all the ages, he must be able to 
produce any shape that can be imagined 
in the materials with which he works. To 
do this he must be able to set out any 
desired shape on any other, different 
shape; for this he requires a knowledge 
of geometry. He must then be able to 
work the material from the shape it pos- 
sesses into the other and desired shape. 

To gain the ability to do this, and to do it 
with ease and speed, he must undergo a 
course of training, either by working with 
craftsmen on the site or in the shop, or by 
study at a school, or by a combination of 
both methods. His studies must be related 
to actual construction and to this end his 
geometry and his manual skill must be 
exercised on building shapes or elements, 
such as doors, roofs, rubbed arches and 
many other things. 

Whether their shapes be ‘ traditional’ (i.e., 
old-fashioned) or ‘contemporary’ ({i.e., 
fashionable) is a matter of little concern to 
his instructor. Where he can, the teacher 
will choose examples from work being done 
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to-day, because his students will have to 
undertake that type of work. But, if no 
‘contemporary’ example exists of certain 
problems of setting-out and execution, he 
must perforce fall back on a ‘traditional’ 
one. Indeed, if a ‘traditional’ shape better 
exemplifies a problem of craft technique, 
the instructor will prefer it to a ‘contem- 
porary’ one. 

Dr. Sidwell speaks of ‘the simple lines 
of contemporary design, and here, for the 
educationist, is the difficulty. Much modern 
design is, from the craftsman’s viewpoint, 
distressingly simple. It is boring to execute, 
because it calls for little craft knowledge and 
skill, and does not use to the full the capa- 
bilities of the craftsman. In such circum- 
stances, the educationist cannot be blamed 
for choosing ‘traditional’ shapes that, be- 
cause they demand al! that the craftsman has 
of skill, care and patience, give him the full- 
ness of his craft. 

Our architectural friends have the habit of 
looking at things as exercises in design. We 
craftsmen look at them as exercises in craft 
skill. These are equally valid, and not 
mutually exclusive viewpoints. It behoves 
neither to adopt attitudes of lofty superiority 
about the view from his own little window 
on the world; rather, he should realise that 
there are other windows besides his own, 
and that from them different things can be 
seen. The visitor to a craft exhibit should 
remember that he is looking not at design 
but at craft skill. 

The future of craftsmanship—with which 
Dr. Sidwell is so rightly concerned—must 
depend on our preserving the body of craft 
knowledge that we have inherited, and on 
our adding something to it. I do not think 
that it matters much whether Victorian 
Gothic or Georgian classicism, or anything 
else comes back again, or if something 
entirely different is evolved from the present 
vacuum. Even if everything were to be pre- 
fabricated in workshop by automatic 
machinery, the essence of craftsmanship— 
geometry and the disciplined skill of hand 
and eye—would still be necessary, to give 
instructions to the machines. 

It is not likely, however, that change will 
be so radical. A large part of the labour 
force in the building industry is engaged in 
maintenance work, which will always require 
a large amount of hand craftsmanship; and 
there will always be a few people who will 
be willing to afford a really good job.

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LUNCHEON to contributors to 
mark the 6,000th issue of The 
Builder was given by the Board of 


Directors at the Stafford Hotel, SW1, on 
March 27 with the chairman of The 
Builder, Ltd., Mr. R. G. Main, FCA, in 
the chair. The Rt. Hon. Hugh Molson, 
MP, Minister of Works, was the principal 
guest. 


The toast of ‘ The Builder and its con- 
tributors * was proposed by Mr. MOLSoNn, 
who said that 115 years—The Builder 
was founded in 1842—was a long time 
for any periodical to last, especially a 
technical journal. ‘The reason for this, 
I believe, is that it was founded in a belief 
in the team spirit, which is in marked con- 
trast to so many recent technical journals 
who rely on one contributor and not on 
a team as a whole. He believed that 
the purpose of the founder of The Builder 

Joseph Aloysius Hansom—to represent 
every side of the building industry from 
architect to ‘ mechanic, carried the key to 
success. This ‘somewhat archaic touch,’ 
said the Minister, represented the Vic- 
torian age at its best. for it was a typical 
Victorian idea to bring together in good 
will everyone concerned in an enterprise. 
But whatever its roots in the past, Mr. 
Molson continued, The Builder was not 
content to rest on the 
great artistic qualities 
of the past. Indeed, 
the new materials and 
techniques available 
today provided oppor- 
tunities for the creation 
of beauty unknown to 
our ancestors. 


At the Ministry of 
Works they dealt with 
both aspects—with the 
preservation of our 
ancient monuments 
and with the production 
of modern buildings 
that were fully up to 
date for the 20th 
century. He was most 
grateful to The Builder 
for giving publicity in

Finally, Mr. Molson referred to the 
‘distinguished predecessors” who had 
occupied the editorial chair, including 
especially George Godwin, whose cam- 
paign, with Florence Nightingale, against 
the out-of-date designs submitted for the 
War Office’s Netley Hospital had resulted 
in great improvements in hospital design. 

There was nothing more agreeable than 
for him to propose the toast of * your 
great newspaper.’ 

Mr. R. G. MAIN, who responded, said 
that The Builder was trying to do a great 
job by preserving its traditions yet keep- 
ing ahead of modern developments. In 
this of great value was the help of The 
Builder's largely anonymous contributors 
who gave a great strength to the journal. 
In particular, he was very glad that The 
Builder had been able to help in the 
Mir ister’s campaign for firm price tender- 
ing, which was of such importance to the 
economic welfare of the nation and in 
maintaining the value of the pound 
Sterling. 

Mr. ARTHUR W. KENYON, CBE, 
FRIBA, who also spoke, said that a 
pleasant lunch like this was just the thing 
that one would expect from The Builder, 
who were always so kind to the ‘ amateur 
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efforts’ of contributors like himself. 
Part of the attractiveness of The Build: 
he suggested, was that it contained

YHIS splendidly produced book deals 
with two parishes which have been 


terribly devastated by bombing and which 
have also greatly deteriorated in othe 
respects. The parish cf Christ Church, 
Spitalfields, has only one notable monument 

Hawksmoor’s fine church (1714-29}—the 
story of which is told in great detail; but 
even this building is now closed for repairs 
to the roof. The charming middle-class 
houses in the adjoining Fournier-street, well 
illustrated by measured drawings, have 
nearly all become tenements or small work- 
shops, and English names are scarce. 

There is hardly anything left of Spital- 
square, where the Priory and Hospital of 
St. Mary stood in the Middle Ages: hence 
the name Spitalfields. (A generation ago, 
the present reviewer was surprised to find 
Gothic masonry in the cellar of one of the 
houses near by, now the site of a car park.) 
The Directors’ House in the enormous Black 
Eagle Brewery appears to date from the 
1740's and contains some handsome rooms 

The 19th century certainly did little to 
improve architectufal standards in the 
parish which was mainly developed in the 
18th century and eontains the large modern 
Spitalfields Market; but in the still more 
prosaic parish of Mile End New Town 
(a later growth), cheerful! and attractive new 
flats are now rising from the debris. 

In spite of such unpromising material, the 
Editors as usual, in com- 
piling a most interesting and authoritative 
addition to a valuable series.

projection apparatus which throws images 
of the sun, moon, stars, planets, and comets 
on to a domed ceiling, thus reproducing 
the night sky. A lecturer, through a 
system of switches, is able to control over 
2,000 combinations, and can speed up 
or slow down the movement of the celestial 
bodies. The actual equipment is made by 
Carl Zeiss of Oberkochen, Germany, and 
cost about £70,000. It is a highly delicate 
and accurate optical instrument which is 
geared to project some 10,000 rays of light 
on to a special projection dome, controlled holl 
from a console in the auditorium.

Individual loading of 
the columns is 180 tons; each is carried on 
a cluster of four piles, each 45 ft. long. 
The first-floor slab which carries the dome 
is 2 ft. thick RC, 80 ft. in dia., and is carried 
on 12 columns at 29 ft. radius and 30 deg.

Metal ducting delivers to 
the auditorium 8 ft. up in the perimeter 
wall, running above ceiling level in the 
access corridor between the domes; extracts 
are just above floor level. For acoustic 
reasons velocity is reduced and input ducts 
are doubled in size, giving eight changes 
per hour.

The Instrument. The Planetarium instru- 
ment, lighting, sound transmission, instru- 
ment house and blinds are controlled from 
the lecturer’s console in the auditorium 
which works through relays in a main 
control room.

Finishes. The auditorium has a black 
lino tile floor, dark blue vynide P.V.C.

i January, 1956, the Ministry of Works was asked to 

provide within two years a new building at Harwell to 
handle the materials which would by then be coming from 
the new Materials Testing Reactors, DIDO and PLUTO, 
in a more highly radio-active condition (up to 100,000 
curies) than could be handled with any of Harwell’s 
existing facilities.

space for scientific workers. Window openings for such 
future offices are provided in the present scheme. 


On economic grounds, it was proved that good well- 
vibrated gravel aggregate concrete, 5 ft. 6 in. thick for the 
required wall shielding, was preferable to concrete with 
more costly denser aggregates capable of reducing the 
thickness required to give equivalent shielding. Easy 
procurement of materials was important in view of the 
urgency of the whole project. 


The cell walls, door and window tunnels, doors and 
partitions were constructed of light welded steel frames 
clad, with the exception of the external cell wall faces. 
with mild steel plate to give readily decontaminable 
surfaces and to function as permanent shuttering. The

through the walls to provide sleeves for manipulators and 


services.

Access for personnel to these cells is by 3 ft. wide rebated 
openings about 6 ft. 6 in. high sealed by plug-doors 
5 ft. 6 in. thick to maintain adequate anti-radiation shield 
when cells are in use. 


Each inter-cell partition is in two sections up to a height 
of 13 ft. 4 in. One section, weighing 30 tons, extends 
through the cell wall and slides on rollers electrically 
driven through 3,000-1 reduction gearing. The other 
section, which is semi-permanent, is not power-operated. 


The space above the 13 ft. 4 in. height is sealed by guillo- 
tine type doors, weighing 8 tons, which can be raised 
through slots in the 4 ft. 6 in. thick roof by means of 
hydraulic rams carried on steel framework above the 
cells. The doors are push-button operated from control 
panels located in the operating area near to the cell 
windows. This, together with the opening of the sliding 
doors provides an inverted ‘L’-shaped opening which 
allows passage from cell to cell of a gantry-type power- 
operated manipulator and a 14-ton gantry crane. 


The intercell partitioning is filled with strict density- 
controlled concrete, the lower part of which is of chilled 
iron shot aggregate concrete such as was shown in the 
Ministry of Works stand at the 1957 Building Exhibition. 


The travelling power manipulator and pairs of master- 
slave manipulators to each cell, a self-propelled 5-ton- 
capacity bogie serving all cells and the special liquid- 
filled cell windows extending the full depth of the cell wall 
on the operating area side were all supplied and fitted by 
the AERE. 


Heavy multi-core supply and control cables to the power 
manipulator and crane are run on bobbins from spring- 
motored contactless cable reels.

A rail system from the main entrance for active materials 
through the cells has two 10-ton turntables, one in each 
transfer bay. At that entrance a 25-ton electric hoist is 
provided. 


A high intensity of illumination is provided within the 
cells by sodium discharge lamps. Elsewhere fluorescent 
lighting is used with an automatic emergency alkaline 
battery lighting system. 


Frogmen are supplied with measured filtered air from 
oil-free compressors through hose extended and retracted 
by air motors operated from a control desk where the 
controller can observe the men at work and talk to them 
through a two-way speech intercommunication set. 
Personnel in the operating area can also intercommunicate. 


The frogmen’s change area is provided with re-circu- 
lating pumps for showers, a changing area, a suit decon- 
tamination cabinet and a hot-water personal shower. 
Transfer chambers are provided for frogmen to wash 
and decontaminate equipment before it is taken from their 
area to the workshops for overhaul or repair. 


The ventilation system is of prime importance in a 
building of this nature. The building was not designed to 
be airtight, and air pressures were arranged so that leakage 
would be inwards and air flow always towards areas of 
higher radio-activity. 


The system adopted consists of a heated and filtered 
input of slightly lower volume than the extract, passing 
first into the operating area and thence through regulating 
dampers into the frogmen’s area. From the frogmen’s 
area a limited quantity enters the cells where the lowest 
pressure is maintained and the remainder passes straight 
to the exhaust system. 
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There are two extract systems with duplicate fans, one 
fan only being in use at a given time. The bulk of the 
extract comes from the frogmen’s area through very high 
efficiency filters and the remainder at a lower pressure, 
controlled through balancing dampers, comes from the 
cells through high efficiency filters situated in the floor 
of each cell and connected to the extract ducting system 
through plastic lined ducts under the cell floor and a 
further set of filters. 


Instrumentation in the operating area provides con- 
stant observation and control of the air flows and pressures 
in the system. All fans are electrically coupled so that 
failure of extract shuts down air input. 


In the frogmen’s change area extra heating is intro- 
duced into the air and the volume passing through to the 
frogmen’s working area is arranged to provide a certain 
minimum velocity through the inner doors when opened. 


Internally the use of bold colours in decontaminable 
paints has been readily accepted; indeed the workers at 
Harwell are now quite accustomed to bold colour in 
their buildings. But if colours can be said to be rich, the 
extent of richness in finishes ends there, for, essentially, 
any expense involved in this building had to be directed 
very strictly to the basic functional needs which themselves 
were most carefully reduced to minima. 


Externally, too, the simplest materials are used. Ex- 
posed reinforced concrete frame with prestressed beams is 
infilled with panels of I1l-in. cavity brickwork. The 
offices are lit by metal windows set in timber curtain 
walling with coloured enamelled steel panels. The 
workshop and extract ventilation plant room are lit 
by patent glazing. Change-rooms are top lit. 


The main building contract began in August, 1956, 
and was completed at the end of October, 1957, and 
proceeded in co-ordination with contracts for Engineering 
services both of Ministry of Works and of United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority.

LONDON TO-DAY has more citizens than it can comfortably 
accommodate. On the other hand, it has many fine old 
houses crumbling into decay because they are too large 
and too old-fashioned for present-day families. 


Buckingham Properties, Ltd., have converted one of 
these houses at Bina-gardens. This is a Victorian house, 
built about 1870, which consisted of basement, attics, and 
four main floors, which have been converted into six self- 
contained flats. Each flat consists of an entrance hall with 
cloak cupboard, well-equipped kitchen and bathroom, 
living-room and one or two bedrooms. Each has built-in 
electric fires, an adequate number of power points and a 
heated linen cupboard. 


The prime consideration when replanning terrace- 
type houses with a view to conversion into flats must be 
the economical use of ‘window’ walls. It can be seen in 
Fig. (i) that only about one-third of the peripheral walls 
are available for natural light and ventilation and external 
wall is also lost to the staircase, shown in Fig. (ii). Before 
conversion, there were existing bathrooms on the first 
and second half landings which were dispensed with owing 
to the extreme difficulty of combining to provide entirely 
self-contained flats. 

Where it is impracticable to provide a w.c. or bathroom 
against an outside wall, the authorities normally will 
permit them to be lit and ventilated artificially. The 
conversion was planned with kitchens and combined 
bathrooms and w.c.’s in the middle of the building on 
any floor where it would be inconvenient to place them 
against an external wall. The basic scheme adopted is

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illustrated in Fig. (iii). The basement, ground and top 
floors lent themselves to being replanned with natural 
light and ventilation to both kitchens and bathrooms. 


The three remaining bathrooms are positioned in the 
centre of the building against the party wall over the main 
entrance hall. It was possible to use ‘single stack’ drain- 
age, a system which is not widely known. To-day, most 
authorities permit, with some reluctance, a single stack 
installation provided it passes their stringent practical 
tests. The kitchens on four floors are formed as a recess 
off the living-room. The screen of Sapele mahogany 
which delineates the separate spaces incorporates the 
entrance door to the living-room, but otherwise is open 
above the servery so as to comply with the requirements 
of the authorities. A fan is installed above the cooker, 
the fumes are thus ducted over the false ceiling to the 
fresh air with the exception of the ground floor where 
there is no false ceiling and the duct is taken into a disused 
flue.

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HE flexibility of reinforced concrete is well illustrated 

by the spiral staircase of unusual design which has 

been completed for J. F. Robertson, Ltd., in their offices 
at Park Mill, Dundee. 

Connecting the ground floor with the first floor in the 
entrance hall, the stairs consist of timber treads canti- 
levered from the spiral string beam 2 ft. 6 in. wide by 
74 ins. minimum depth, increasing to 9 ins. at the con- 
nections with the floors. 

The base of the beam is formed as a concrete block 
6 ft. by 4 [t. 6 ins. by 2 ft. 3 ins. deep, monolithic with the 
beam, which works as a fixed end spring.

RIBA Income Survey 


{Ss part of their approach to the prob- 

““~ lem of establishing equitable rewards 
for doctors, the Royal Commission on 
Doctors’ and Dentists’ Remuneration are 
conducting a comparative income survey 
involving 12 professions. They have 
asked for the Royal Institute of British 
Architects’ co-operation in this, and as 
it was the ad hoc committee’s intention 
anyway, States the RIBA, to undertake 
an inquiry into architects’ incomes, the 
Council have readily consented. 


A questionnaire drawn up in collabora- 
tion with the Royal Commission has 
accordingly been sent out from the RIBA 
during the last few days to a 20 per cent. 
sample of the corporate membership in 
the United Kingdom—some 3,000 archi- 
tects chosen at random. With this were 
covering letters from both Mr. Richard 
Sheppard, chairman of the ad hoc com- 
mittee, and Sir Harry Pilkington, chair- 
man of the Royal Commission. Mr. 
Sheppard acknowledges in his letter ‘ the 
undeniable nuisance of filling in a pretty 
voluminous paper’ but points out that 
this is a unique opportunity to get reliable 
comparative figures gathered on a com- 
mon basis. ‘ For the first time we shall 
have something more than hearsay to 
guide us in assessing how much better or 
worse we fare than other professions.’ 


Members concerned are urged to 
return the completed forms not later than 
April 15. Elaborate precautions have been 
taken to ensure that completed forms 
remain strictly anonymous, and they will 
all be destroyed as soon as the informa- 
tion on them has been transferred to 
punched cards. 


RIBA Intermediate Examination 


THE Council of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects have decided that, with 
effect from January 1, 1960, no candidate 
will be allowed to take the RIBA Inter- 
mediate Examination unless he can show 
that he has spent either two years work- 
ing under the direction of a registered 
architect or in attendance at a full-time 
course at a School of Architecture. 


Presentation of Royal Gold Medal 


Mr. R. SCHOFIELD Morris, of Toronto, 
Canada, will be coming to this country to 
receive in person the Royal Gold Medal 
for 1958 which will be presented to him 
by Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross, President, 
RIBA, at a general meeting to be held at 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
66, Portland-place, W1, on April 15, at 
6 p.m. Mr. Schofield Morris will be 
sponsored by two past Royal Gold 
Medallists—Sir Howard Robertson, MC, 
ARA, and Sir Percy Thomas, OBE. 

The following will be the speakers at 
the meeting:—Mr. Sydney D. Pierce, 
OBE, Deputy High Commissioner for 
Canada, Sir Howard Robertson, Sir Hugh 
Casson, Mr. G. A. Jellicoe and Mr. Basil 
Spence, OBE, ARA. 

The medal is awarded annually by the 
Queen on the recommendation of the 
RIBA and is ‘conferred on some distin- 
guished architect, or man of science or 


letters, who has designed or executed a 
building of high merit, or produced a 
work tending to promote or facilitate the 
knowledge of architecture or the various 
branches of science connected therewith, 
or whose life work has promoted or faci- 
litated the knowledge of architecture or 
the various branches of science connected 
therewith.’ 

This is the second occasion on which 
the medal has been awarded to a Cana- 
dian, the first being in 1915 when it was 
awarded to Mr. Frank Darling. 

North Staffs University College 

THE UNIVERSITY COLLEGE of North 
Staffordshire at Keele has appointed Mr.

Other sections of the book detail a 
number of BSI services, from the list of 
industries for which ‘sectional lists’ of 
current standards are published, to the 
‘approval services’ provided for United 
Kingdom manufacturers who export to 
Canada. There is also a comprehensive 
index in which all British Standards are 
listed according to their subjects. One 
free copy of the Yearbook has been sent 
to all the subscribing members of BSI— 
now totalling some 10,000 commercial 
firms, professional and trade associations, 
local authorities and individuals.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘ The Builder’ of April 3, 1858 


THE New Opera House, COVENT 
GARDEN.—The amount of work to be 
done at the new opera house between this 
time and May 15, at which date the per- 
formances are announced to commence, 
is, as might be supposed, very consider- 
able. Little more than the outer parallelo- 
gram of brickwork in the plan, roofed 
over, Was apparent internally up to 
within the last few days. Now the iron 
columns and girders of the boxes are 
being fixed; the carpenters are at work 
on the gallery and the domed ceiling of 
the auditory. 

In construction, the building displays 
very important points of difference with 
the old theatres. Light iron girders and 
tile arches are commonly used. 


HATFIELD NEW TOWN 
Roof Inquiry Hears of Skew Nails 


YIVING evidence on March 26 at the 
inquiry into the gale damage at Hat- 
field New Town, Hertfordshire, last Novem- 
ber, Mr. E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, FRIBA, 
said that he would expect skew nails to be 
used in part of the roof fixing. It was the 
sixth day of the inquiry, by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. 

Mr. N. Fox Andrews, QC, for the arehi- 
tects who designed the houses, Brett and 
Boyd, called Mr. MATHEWS, who said he 
considered that the specifications for the 
houses were quite normal for that type of 
building. He considered nailing a normal 
method of fixing some parts of the roof. 
He told the chairman, Mr. Michael Rowe, 
QC, that it was quite reasonable to suppose 
that the ordinary workman would realise 
that the sprocket should be fixed to the wall 
plate. ‘I think that it is a reasonable 
assumption to make for the normal skilled 
tradesmen, he added. 

Mr. Fox ANpDREws: By what method of 
nailing would you anticipate that the ordin- 
ary tradesman would carry out that fixing of 
the sprocket to the wall plate? 

Mr. MatHews: In my opinion it could 
only be fixed by skew nailing. 

How many skew nails would you expect 
to be used?—Two: one on either side is 
normal practice. 

Mr. MATHEWS said that double skew nail- 
ing was an old traditional practice. The 
architect could not be blamed for thinking 
that that system would be used. 

Questioned by Mr. STEWART Brown, QC, 
for George Wimpey, Ltd., the builders, Mr. 
MATHEWS said it would not be normal prac- 
tice for an architect to consult an engineer 
about the roofing of the houses. He per- 
sonally would have consulted an engineer. 

Another architect, Mr. DouGLAS WILLIAM 
HARRINGTON, who inspected the damaged 
houses ten days after the gale, said that the 
roofs seemed to have come off like pieces 
of cardboard and lay in the garden in one 
piece. 

On an average every third or fourth 
sprocket had one skew nail, he said. In some 
cases there were no nails and in one case 
there was a double skew nail. In some cases 
the nails had not penetrated the wall plate 
because of the packing which had been used 
Packing should not have been used to the 
extent that was found. 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS: How do you say the 
sprockets should have been nailed to the 
wall plates?—By tosh nailing, that is, by 
double skew nailing. 

Mr. Fox ANDREWS: Why do you say 
that?—Tosh nailing is the method used by 
any competent carpenter for positioning a 
tall timber on any horizontal timber, They 
also call it dovetail nailing. 

Mr. HARRINGTON said that broadly speak- 
ing the corbels were not properly positioned, 
They did not coincide with the six degree 
pitch of the roof. 

Mr. Fox ANprREws: Did they afford 
satisfactory support for the trimmers?—In 
many cases they did not for this reason that 
the corbels were set at an angle to the wall 
where they should have been at right angles. 
Mr. Harrington added that the holes in the 
corbels should have been along the bottom 
of the trimmer. In many cases they were 


not. If no methods of nailing the sprockets 
were shown on the specification he (Mr. 
Harrington) would use double skew-nailing 
He had also made two criticisms of the 
architects’ drawings. 

‘Apart from these there were no criti- 
cisms to be made,’ he added. 

On the nailing of the sprockets he said: 
‘If the sprockets had been double skew- 
nailed I have no doubt that the roof would 
have stayed on.’ 

Later in his evidence he said: ‘If there 
was one nail in each sprocket properly 
driven home, there would be an ample 
margin of safety. I think the architect is 
entitled to expect that the sprockets would 
be properly nailed and I think he is en- 
titled to expect that they would be double 
skew-nailed.’ 

Mr. Harrington was asked by the CHatr- 
MAN: ‘Would you, as an architect, have 
been content to advise the Development 
Corporation that one skew nail in each 
sprocket would have been safe to hold the 
roof on these houses?’ 

Mr. HARRINGTON replied: ‘ Before the dis- 
aster I might have been content, but know- 
ing what I know now, I think JI would 
probably advise the Development Corpora- 
tion that there should be two skew nails in 
each sprocket.’ 

Mr. Ceci, HENRY MuRpOocH, a director of 
a firm of builders, said that in his opinion 
the sprockets would be fixed to the wall 
plates by double skew-nailing. 

Opening the case for George Wimpey and 
Co., Ltd., Mr. STEWART Brown, QC, said: 
‘Wimpey’s welcome this public inquiry. 
They are not just hard-hearted contractors. 
They have every sympathy with the people 
who have suffered in this misfortune, and 
quite irrespective of any responsibility they 
are anxious and willing to give any practical 
help and measures to get these people back 
in their homes.’ 

The inquiry was adjourned until May 20, 
the chairman saying that it was hoped to 
conclude the hearing on May 23. 


OBITUARY 
Herbert T. Rainger, FRIBA 


THE death has occurred of Mr. Herbert 
T. Rainger, FRIBA, a partner in the Chel- 
tenham, Glos., firm of architects, Rainger, 
Rogers and Smithson. He was 74. 

Mr. Rainger entered into partnership with 
the late Mr. A. A. Smithson after serving 
his articles in Bristol, and when Mr. Smith- 
son died he took Mr. W. J. Rogers into 
partnership, later being joined by Mr. G. H. 
Smithson and Mr. R. C. Rainger. 

He was responsible for many building 
works in Cheltenham and more recently de- 
signed a new science block for the town’s 
Dean Close School. He was keenly in- 
terested in Cotswold architecture and de- 
signed a number of private houses in this 
style. He was president of the Gloucester- 
shire Architectural Association in 1931-33.

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Relations of Architect & Quantity Surveyor 


A PAPER AT THE FACULTY OF 


ME. A. J. WILLIS, FRICS, presented a 
. paper on ‘ The Relations of Archi- 
tect and Quantity Surveyor,’ at a meet- 
ing of the Faculty of Architects and Sur- 
veyors held on February 19, at 68 
Gloucester-place, Wl. Following are 
some extracts from Mr. Willis’ address: 

Let us look at the various stages at 
which architect and quantity surveyor 
come into contact with each other. We 
begin with the early design stage, when 
the client says ‘Yes, it all looks very 
nice, but how much will it cost’? This 
is one of the most difficult problems that 
has to be faced. The architect has been 
concentrating on planning and getting 
some idea of elevations, probably with- 
out any settled decision on methods of 
construction. He has not yet thought 
whether he will have a steel or reinforced 
concrete building or whether it will be of 
load-bearing walls, what material he will 
use for his facing or even his internal 
finishes. 

My own belief is that at this stage, in 
spite of the emphasis that has recently 
been laid on the value of elemental bills, 
one can do little but rely on a price per 
foot cube or per foot super. The archi- 
tect would do well to arrange for 
appointment of the quantity surveyor be- 
fore proceeding further. Though I 
would not for a moment suggest that he 
will have the answer, I think that, per- 
haps, for this purpose two heads are 
better than one. 

Where the building is of a type such 
as a house, school, hospital, etc., of which 
architect or surveyor have dealt with 
several examples, more reliable data will 
be available for the estimate. In any 
case, it should be emphasised to the 
client that the figure can only be approxi- 
mate: if it could be really close, there 
would be no need for quantity surveyor, 
competitive tendering or many of the 
architect’s drawings! 


Keeping the Balance 


The architect must resist the tempta- 
tion to keep the figure low because it 
might frighten the client and lose a job. 
The surveyor must resist the temptation 
to keep it too high to cover himself. Both 
must remember that the client bases his 
finance on the estimate given him and, 
particularly in the case of a private house, 
if tenders come out much too high the 
money just may not be there. The esti- 
mate should accordingly be on the high 
side rather than the low. 

It is, therefore, most important that, 
once an estimate has been given to a 
client, he should be kept advised of any 
increase of importance. 

Before the drawings are ready for pre- 
paration of quantities, further reference 
to the quantity surveyor may be found 
useful, either to help in research on the 
cost side into individual proposed 
materials and their use, or as to the cost 
of the scheme as a whole from more 
developed drawings. 

We come then to the actual prepara- 
tion of the bill of quantities. It may

seem obvious to say that the more fully 
thought out the drawings are the better 
will be the bill of quantities, the more 
accurate the tender and the less the ad- 
justment for variations. Why then are 
quantities prepared from incomplete 
drawings? 

One cause is the client’s haste. He 
knows that from his side he has settled 
his requirements, the architect has put 
them on paper, so why delay? The 
architect has difficulty in explaining that 
the preparation of quantities takes time, 
and one can understand the difficulty. 
May I make a suggestion? To the client 
who has no technical knowledge, explain 
that the bill of quantities*is an invoice 
for the building, setting out every detail 
of its parts. 

This, of course, does not apply to 
clients who are public authorities. They 
have their technical staffs or advisers 
with whom it is easier to deal. They 
realise the need for full drawings, and, 
perhaps, particularly when these are pre- 
pared in their own office, good drawings 
are supplied to the quantity surveyor. 
But I think that sometimes they do not 
realise how long the quantity surveyor 
needs to do his work properly. 


* Things that Won’t Work’ 


The very best set of drawings cannot 
be free from discrepancies and even mis- 
takes, particularly if more than one 
draughtsman has been working on them. 
The architect must not mind if he is pre- 
sented with lists of queries by the quan- 
tity surveyor. The quantity surveyor 
actually erects the building—in his mind’s 
eye—more or less in the order of actual 
erection, from stripping the surface soil 
to the last coat of paint. If in some part 
not detailed the construction ‘won't 
work,’ he should find out. He does 
sometimes even find on the drawings, I 
am afraid, things that won't work. It 
is better that these things should be dis- 
covered at this stage than later on, when 
alterations or delays may cost money. 

But drawings alone are not enough for 
the quantity surveyor. He must have an 
indication of what the architect wants 
but which cannot conveniently be shown 
on the drawings. 

There is a school that likes to put all 
its specification in the form of notes on 
the drawings. This is the lazy way. The 
chances of these being complete are very 
small compared with notes made by sit- 
ting down, going systematically through 
the trades and putting down require- 
ments. Moreover, they confuse the 
drawings. 

The architect usually has considerable 
influence in fixing the time allotted for 
preparation of bills of quantities. I 
should like to mention several circum- 
stances which I think are not always fully 
realised. 

The architect has worked on his draw- 
ings for weeks, perhaps months, and 
knows his way about them. The sur- 
veyor, handed 20, 30 or 40 drawings, or 
even more, takes some time to digest 
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them. The way I do it is this. The 4 in. 
scale sheets (or their equivalent if in a 
different scale) I use mainly as a key. I 
mark on them in coloured ink the draw- 
ing number of all detail plans, with the 
extent of the plan shown by arrows in all 
four directions. Similarly, I mark all de- 
tail sections with their drawing number 
and position in coloured ink on the key 
plans. The position of large scale de- 
tails is similarly shown in another 
coloured ink. In many cases the sections 
on detail drawings have no reference, but 
I give every detail a reference. 

I find that the colouring up of plans 
and sections makes all the difference to 
the clarity of the drawings: it makes the 
structure of the building stand out, it is 
quickly done with coloured pencils, and 
the time spent in doing this is more than 
saved in making references later. 


Sets of Drawings 


This mention of sets of drawings 
brings me to a point which is of impor- 
tance to the quantity surveyor. In all 
but the smallest jobs he should have two 
sets of all general drawings. On larger 
contracts at least three sets are required, 
and sometimes even more. Each taker- 
off should have the key drawings, and 
the ideal is for each to have a complete 
set (except special details). 

An important duty which devolves on 
the architect whilst quantities are being 
prepared is the answering of queries. In 
the bad old days the architect was reluc- 
tant to do more than he need in the way 
of detailing, until he knew that the job 
would go ahead. I think that one of the 
things for which we have to thank 
present-day high costs is the much im- 
proved attitude now, the realisation that 
one must get down to deciding exactly 
what is wanted at an early stage, so that 
a definite price can be arrived at and the 
cost of variations avoided. 

When architects are thinking of the 
time required by the quantity surveyor, 
there are other considerations which per- 
haps do not strike them. There is 
usually a substantial amount of specialist 
work for which provisional sums are re- 
quired. Inquiries are sent by the archi- 
tect to specialists for quotations, but 
often this cannot be done till about the 
time when drawings are ready for the 
quantity surveyor. 

Architects are apt to think that all the 
quantity surveyor wants is a figure which 
he can fill in to his draft bill at the last 
minute before it goes to the printers. This 
is far from the case. For one thing, he 
wants to be satisfied that the architect 
has given a basis for the quotation which 
is not only correct but dovetails with 
what he is measuring. To ensure this I 
would suggest that a full copy of the in- 
quiry, with any special drawings, should 
be sent to the quantity surveyor. 

I have up to now reviewed the relations 
of architect and quantity surveyor up to 
the stage when bills of quantities are sent 
out. There are three further stages of 
the contract to be touched on—the pre- 
paration of contract documents, the 
valuations for interim certificates and the 
adjustment of variations. 

The preparation of the contract docu- 
ments is for the architect to deal with, 








but the question of the specification is 
one with which both architect and sur- 
veyor are concerned. Under the stan- 
dard RIBA form of contract the specifi- 
cation is not part of the contract, where 
there are bills of quantities, but the con- 
tract says that the architect will supply 
two copies of a specification. Every- 
thing necessary for price appears in the 
bill of quantities; the main purpose of a 
specification is to tell clerk of works and 
foreman where in the building the work 
described in the bill is to go. A full 
specification repeating all the long des- 
criptions in the bill of quantities is, there- 
fore, quite unnecessary. 

Once the building contract is let, the 
quantity surveyor probably fades out for 
a while, at any rate till the first certificate 
valuation, except perhaps for some in- 
quiries as to what he has measured, 
where this is not clear from the specifica- 
tion. 

A point sometimes forgotten by archi- 
tects is that, to ensure payment of 
amounts included for nominated sub- 
contractors, the architect must, with his 
certificate, notify the contractor of the 
amounts to be paid to these specialists. 
If the surveyor makes a recommendation, 
his statement will show these amounts, 
and it can be arranged for a copy of this 
to be sent to the contractors. 


Notification of Changes 


If the architect departs from the figure 
recommended in a surveyor’s statement, 
he should, of course, notify him, so that 
his next statement is on the correct basis. 
In any case, the architect should, on the 
issue of each certificate, check the total 
of payments on the surveyor’s statement 
with his certificate book, to ensure that a 
slip has not been made. 


Turning now to variations on the con- 
tract, whilst in my experience public 
authorities are careful to issue formal 
variation orders, architects are not so 
particular in the case of private clients. 
Clause 9 of the RIBA form of contract 
only allows the surveyor to measure and 
value such variations as are authorised 
by the architect in writing (or subse- 
quently so sanctioned). It is, therefore, 
essential that the architect, to comply 
with the contract, should be particular to 
issue such orders. One may be apt to 
think that there will never be an arbitra- 
tion or a law case over this contract, but 
one never knows ! 


The architect should make a point of 
sending to the surveyor a copy of all 
variation drawings issued to the contrac- 
tor. Although there may be copies on 
the site when the surveyor visits it, a 
good deal of his work can be done in 
the office, when he will need the draw- 
ings by him. 

One of the things that has received 
more attention in recent years is the 
approximate valuation of variations, 
when they are first decided on, so that 
some idea can be obtained of how money 
is going. The architect is then able to 
warn his client before he is committed to 
serious extra expenditure. The quantity 
surveyor is ready to help with this, 
though it must be appreciated that his 

sures can only be approximate, until 


he has had an opportunity of taking 
proper measurements and making a 
valuation. This should be emphasised 
in any report to the client. 

There are various documents required 
in the preparation of a variation account 
which may come through the architect, 
e.g., daywork sheets, details for price ad- 
justment of labour or materials, etc. The 
architect should pass them on with as 
little delay as possible. He should ex- 
amine the daywork sheets to satisfy him- 
self that the work described was done to 
his order, though he can probably leave 
it to the surveyor to decide whether the 
work should be allowed as daywork or 
measured. 


The quantity surveyor is sometimes 
pressed by the architect to tell him in 
advance how the account is coming out. 
If there is geing to be a saving, he feels 
he would rather make some addition 
than that his client should benefit from 
a surplus. It is not for us to judge the 
morality of this. I would, however, plead 
with architects to remember that the 
quantity surveyor cannot give a figure 
with confidence until the account is fully 
written and totalled up. Even then, he 
cannot tell that something unexpected 
will not turn up, when the account is 
passed to the contractor for examination. 

The presentation of the final account 
to the client is a matter that needs con- 
sideration, and possibly consultation be- 
tween architect and surveyor. Since a 
public authority has its technical officers 
who will understand the variation 
account and its summary, the account 
will be presented to such authority in 
this form and probably in due course be 
subjected to audit. But with a private 
client, something simpler is needed, in the 
first instance at any rate. A statement 
showing plainly the extra cost of and 
savings from the principal variations 
should be prepared, with an adjustment 
item for sundries.

A BOND is anything that binds and it 
usually takes the form of a written 
document binding two or more parties 
who put to it their respective hands and 
seals. It is an instrument (so-called) 
which can be used in law, and the 
*drawings-up’ and ‘tearings-up’ pro- 
vide a living for thousands of people. 
But it is not this type of bond I am 
thinking of. I am thinking of the bond 
which is proverbially implicit in an 
Englishman’s word, and these bonds are 
made every day. You engage yourself 
to an employer and you agree to work 
between given hours, but from the second 
day you proceed to arrive 10 minutes 
or so late. That is why some scientific 
fiend invented the time-clock and the 
British workman is now its slave and 
all because of words that are not bonds. 
I always say it is easier to be early for 


an appointment than to be late, and 
indeed I find it so: it. causes less frus- 
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tration to me personally and the person 
with whom I have an appointment has 
no excuse to keep me waiting, since I 
have kept my part of the bond. Local 
authority committees are the worst 
culprits of all in this respect: they seem 
to be quite incapable of working to a 
time-table and they appear to think that 
as the chosen representatives of the com- 
mon people they have privileges not 
granted to lesser mortals who have not 
fought and won election battles. 


How important these simple verbal 
promises are in our daily working lives; 
how vital that they should be honoured 
if the wheels of business are to revolve 
smoothly, and how much time and money 
are wasted when they are not! How often 
do we telephone to someone whose secre- 
tary says she will ring when they come 
in and how often does she in fact do so? 


If we did not know through hard 
experience that there is never more than 
a 50 per cent. chance that such an

arrangement will work, we would live in 
constant concern about our missing 
friends and business colleagues who had 
failed to return to their posts. There are 
some offices, of course, which always do 
fulfil such promises: efficient offices, 
efficient secretaries. We get to know 
them, and we hope they get to know us. 

We have all suffered from the loss of 
a favourite book borrowed with a special 
assurance of speedy return; alas, the gap 
on the shelf is still there. 

And finally the job with a time limit: 
there really is no valid excuse for not 
completing it on time. The bargain was 
made and come what may, little short of 
act of God is good enough reason for 
not keeping it. If everything goés well, 
there is even reason for finishing before 
time. There is great pleasure and much 
good will to be had from the faithful 
completion of these simple day-to-day 


bargains, and there is sureiy profit as 
well. 


They are legion, these daily bonds 
which we make by simple word of 
mouth. What a pity they are often so 
light-heartedly broken!

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 
St. Paul’s Area Proposals 


PPROPOSALS submitted by the Improve- 

ments and Town Planning Committee 
for the creation of two new re-development 
units in the City were approved at the meet- 
ing of the Court of Common Council, held 
at Guildhall on March 27. They are unit 
number 33 comprising land bounded by St. 
Paul’s Churchyard, Old Change, Knight- 
rider-street, the western boundary of the 
Church of St. Nicholas’ Cole Abbey, Queen 
Victoria-street, Peters Hill, the southern 
and western boundaries of 30 and 32, 
Knightrider-street, Sermon-lane, Carter-lane 
and Godliman-street, and unit number 30, 
comprising 13 and 13a, Warwick-lane, and 
1 to 4, Amen-corner. 

Moving the committee’s report, Mr. 
BENJAMIN ARTHUR said he did not think 
there was any need at this stage to amplify 
any of the proposals submitted. The object 
of the report was to consolidate the sites 
and enable development to proceed. 

Unit number 33, which forms part of the 
St. Paul’s Cathedral precinct, is 3.5 acres, 
of which 1.055 acres is covered by roads, 
says the committee. The whole of the unit 
is included in the comprehensive develop- 
ment area, and with the exception of 30 
and 32, Knightrider-street is within the City 
of London Declaratory Area. 

The proposed layout provides for the 
widening of Carter-lane to a width of 74 ft., 
being the first stage of the new traffic route 
diverting traffic from Cannon-street to Lud- 
gate Hill; the southern vista of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral between Carter-lane and Queen 
Victoria -street; and the comprehensive 
re-development of the area with regard to 
the development proceeding on the site 
immediately east of the proposed unit for 
which planning permission for an office 
building has been granted. 

It also prevides for the development of 
the area for office purposes, a pedestrian 
area fronting the widened Carter-lane and 
the southern precinct of the Cathedral; a 
basement car park beneath this area; the 
re-alignment of Knightrider-street to con- 
nect Distaff-lane with Queen Victoria-street; 
a small widening of Queen Victoria-street; 
and the closing of Knightrider-court and 
Peters Hill and parts of Black Swan-court, 
Godliman - street, Knightrider - street, Old 
Change Hill, Sermon-lane and St. Paul’s 
Churchyard. 


Cost of Acquisition 


The estimated cost of acquisition is given 
as £1,783,439, but with the estimated cost 
of clearing and preliminary development 
works this figure rises to £2,049,439. Deduc- 
ted from this figure is the estimated net cost 
of acquisitions already completed under 
Sections 19 and 40 totalling £1,078,915, 
leaving £970,524 as the additional amount 
of new expenditure. 

In addition to the above expenditure, 
further engineering works will have to be 
carried out which are not chargeable to the 
unit, costing an estimated £169,000. 

The report states that the District Valuer 
estimates that the value of the land to be 
appropriated to highways is £649,354. 

The committee has now to obtain the 
approval of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government to the formation of the 





unit, and in due course to enter into negotia- 
tions for purchase of outstanding interests 
and obtain the necessary closing orders for 
the streets named. 

Major S. E. SANDLE moved the reference 
back of the report with instructions ‘that 
the site be developed in a more economical 
manner, that the question of the charging 
of the costs of improvements to individual 
sites should be studied and a separate report 
on that subject made.’ He also wanted the 
question of making charges for parking in 
municipal underground or other car parks 
to be considered. 

He said the financial clauses of the report 
indicated that if approved the annual charge 
on the rate fund would be no less than an 
average of £55,000 per annum for the whole 
of the next 60 years in an area which from 
the amenities point of view was about the 
best in the City. 

‘We are told that it is expected that that 
part set aside for building will be leased at a 
rental of £35,700 per annum,’ he said. ‘We 
are not told at what rate per square foot 
super this is calculated.’ 

He was surprised that the Court at present 
was in the dark as to how these rents were 
determined—‘ there must be some policy but 
we don’t know it.’ 

Major Sandle added: ‘ Further, and this is 
the major reason why the report should go 
back, we are not informed what height limit 
will be permitted and the Court as a whole 
may well feel uneasy about that, seeing that 
apparently the powers of control are 
exercised without any regard to the limits set 
by the main plan which the Court approved 
years’ ago. 


Motion Rejected 


‘We have Wallbrook House—or whatever 
its name is—soaring up into the heavens 
next to the Mansion House, but for some 
reason a developer next to Bow Church is 
limited to 48 ft. in height including all lift 
structures.’ 

He said he did not like the bridges over 
the service road in the south-east corner of 
the plan, because they were bound to hamper 
the Fire Brigade should a fire occur. 

There is to be an underground car park, 
but there is no reference to any charge to be 
made. Seeing that the whole project is so 
unprofitable it would seem that some revenue 
could be obtained by making a charge. 

‘The whole scheme,’ he submitted, ‘ brings 
into prominence the fact that the Corpora- 
tion has no idea to what extent it will 
eventually be committed in respect of re- 
development units.’ 

The Court rejected Major Sandle’s motion 
and approved the report. 

Unit number 30, totalling approximately 
0.18 acres, of which 0.04 acres was covered 
by roads, provides for the widening of Amen 
Corner and residential development of the 
area. 

The report states that, as a result of the 
service of purchase notices and of their 
confirmation by the appropriate Minister, the 
whole of the land in the unit has been or is 
being acquired. By this means the necessity 
for making a compulsory purchase order in 
connection with the redevelopment of the 
area has been avoided. 

The cost of acquisition, clearing and 
preliminary development works is estimated 
to be £32,545. From this figure is deducted 


an estimated net cost of acquisitions already 
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completed or to be completed amounting to 
£27,345, leaving further new expenditure of 
£5,200. 

With the Court’s approval the report now 
goes back to the committee so that the 
Minister’s approval to the proposed lease 
can be obtained and such instructions given 
as may be necessary for the preparation of a 
formal agreement and lease in the several 
matters to be completed. 

So far as unit 33 is concerned the Rates 
Finance Committee concur in the proposal 
that £970,524 be borrowed as and when 
required, that Committee to select the 
method of borrowing in the light of market 
conditions at the time. 

In the case of unit 30 the borrowing of 
£5,200 is dealt with in a similar way. 


Permissions for Development 


The Court then went on to approve 
recommendations that permission be given 
for the development of the following: 

Part of 49 to 53 and 61 to 71, Fore-street, 
19 to 27, Fore-street-avenue, 1 to 15, Moor- 
fields, and part of Fore-street and Moor- 
fields. 

The proposed development in this case is 
for the erection of a new building for use 
as offices, show-rooms, stock-rooms, a 
dental surgery, shops, one licensed premises 
and a basement car park. (L. Solomon, Kaye 
and Partners.) 

Numbers 56, 57 and 58, Cheapside, and 
1, Bow-lane—the erection of a new build- 
ing for use as a bank headquarters. (Tre- 
hearne and Norman Preston and Partners, 
of Kingsway, WC2.) 

Numbers 48 to 51, Minories, and 6, Port- 
soken-street—restoration of war damage in 
a varied form, comprising basement, ground 
and four upper floors for use as previously 
existing, warehouse and show-rooms, not 
exceeding 5,000 square feet in area, offices 
and a bank. (Chamberlain and Willows, 
23, Moorgate, EC2.) 

The Court also approved drawings in the 
following cases; 

No. 18a, Cursitor-street, Greystoke-place 
and Chapel-passage—erection of building 
comprising basement, ground and four 
floors over for use for process engraving, 
type-setting and printing blocks. (July 25, 
1957.) 

St. Bartholomew's Hospital In-Patients’ 
Block, 48 to 57, Little Britain, part of 55 
and 56, West Smithfield, and 63 to 72 and 
74 to 83, Bartholomew-close—erection of 
a six-storey framed brick and concrete 
structure accommodating 120 hospital beds 
and ancillary departments. (February 5, 
1953.) 

No. 10, Snow Hill—erection of a building 
comprising basement, ground and five upper 
floors for commerce user, show-rooms, 
stores and ancillary offices. “July 26, 1956.) 

The committee did not approve the draw- 


ings and details of materials of the 
following : 
Carpenters’ Hall, 1, Throgmorton- 


avenue —re-instatement of a building 
destroyed by enemy action, together with 
the provision of an arcaded footway in 
London Wall, the construction of a bridge 
over Throgmorton-avenue, and alterations 
to 2 and 2a, Throgmorton-avenue. (Septem- 
ber 26, 1955.) 

Mr. NorMan Lancecot Hawt asked the 
chairman of the Central Markets Com- 
mittee whether his attention had been 
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drawn to an article in the Evening News of 
March 14, 1958, with suggestions for 
re-building of the Smithfield poultry 
market, and whether he had any comments 
to make. 

Mr. WaLTeR Ho.pen, Chairman, said he 
had read the article, but his committee had 
not discussed it. 

*The writer,’ said Mr. Holden, ‘ envisages 
a complete re-building of Smithfield with 
multi-storey buildings and, in outlining his 
plan, writes: “Enlightened opinion accepts 
that Smithfield should stay where it is,” and 
poses the question: “ Can the City Corpora- 
tion justify re-building the gutted section on 
former lines? ” 

‘I cannot foresee this Court giving its 
approval to any re-building proposals— 
which must have its assent—that do not 
embody every modern facility that could 
usefully be employed.’ 


SOIL MECHANICS 


Preliminary Exploration and 
Testing 


IN a paper on ‘Soil in British Railway 
Civil Engineering,’ presented at the Geologi- 
cal Society, Burlington House, W, on 
March 31, Mr. A. H. Toms, BSc., MICE, 
said that since 1938 the new science 
of soil mechanics had been applied 
increasingly by the Civil Engineering De- 
partments of British Railways and now no 
major project was put in hand without pre- 
liminary exploration and testing of the soil to 
enable foundations and earth-retaining struc- 
tures to be more adequately calculated and 
designed. 

In addition, the occurrences of landslides, 
distortions of old tunnels and failure of old 
structures and railway tracks were used as 
valuable opportunities for the analysis of 
the disturbances and forces involved. The 
knowledge so amassed was applied to the 
improvement of the remedial methods 
employed. 

Mr. Toms went on to deal with the phy- 
sical characteristics of different soils, 
methods of obtaining samples and measur- 
ing their mechanical properties, and the 
scientific use of soil as a constructional 
material. Reference was also made to the 
significance of soil shear strength in the 
stability of cuttings and embankments, the 
pressures ‘on earth-retaining structures, and 
the bearing capacity of foundations. 

Long-term settlements of structures were, 
he said, related to the compressibility and 
permeability of the soil, while the import- 
ance of permeability studies in relation to 
soil drainage was demonstrated. He also 
mentioned the use of ground water lowering. 
freezing and chemical consolidation for tem- 
porary or permanent strengthening of 
certain soils. 

Pioneering research had been conducted 
on the fundamental problems of the break- 
down of clay formations under railway 
tracks, and the methods thereby evolved for 
the reconstruction of troublesome tracks 
and the laying of new ones for modernisa- 
tion works were described by the speaker. 
Brief reference was made to the application 
of soil mechanics to the design of the new 
earthworks and foundations for bridges and 
structures comprised in the modernisation 
and electrification schemes. 


FILMS ABOUT 
BUILDING 


And How to Make Them 


N the February issue of Scientific Film 
Review, published by The Scientific 
Film Association, 164 Shaftesbury-avenue, 
WC2, Mr. J. Rocers, chairman of the SFA 
Building Film Panel, gives details in an 
article concerning films about building 
listed in the issue which supplement those 
provided in two previous catalogues on 
‘Educational Films Connected with Plumb- 
ing’ and ‘Films on Building Construction.’ 
Mr. Rogers states: 

The 213 films listed in these three publi- 
cations provide a clear indication of the ex- 
tent to which films are used by the building 
industry. They include films on nearly 
every aspect of building—although some 
aspects are only sparsely covered. There 
are films about the manufacture and use of 
nearly all the common building materials, 
and many about new building materials and 
special products. At least two important 
materials, however, appear to be omitted— 
slate and asbestos cement. 

There are many films about constructional 
methods and crafts, and a number of ‘ pres- 
tige’ films on large civil engineering works. 
There is, however, room for films on set- 
ting out a new building, site preparation, 
laying drains, and building chimneys. Only 
one film about doors has been seen, and 
none about windows. There are none about 
floors, other than concrete floors, or methods 
of fixing fittings to walls and ceilings. 

About half the films have been sponsored 
by commercial firms, to advertise their 
wares; the remainder have been made by 
trade associations, Government Depart- 
ments, and educational organisations. 

The Building Films Panel, being com- 
posed mainly of film users, thinks that it 
may be useful to state what its members 
require—in the hope that this will help 
sponsors to produce films which, by satisfy- 
ing the users, will achieve a wider circula- 
tion and thus also satisfy the sponsor’s own 
requirements. 

In the first place, films are more likely to 
be booked if borrowers know what they are 
about. Often the title is all the borrower 
(or the audience) has for a guide; therefore 
the title should be informative. 


Technical Information 


Turning next to the content of the film, 
building teachers and other users welcome 
most those films which give useful technical 
information. This is all the better for being 
presented in an interesting way; but it need 
not be disguised. If the message is con- 
veyed by means of a story—as is often the 
case with advertising films—the story should 
ring true, and not be cluttered up with 
needless irrelevancies. Some advertisement 
of the sponsor’s product will usually be 
accepted—most film users realise that with- 
out it the film would not have been made. 

Technical information films must be easy 
to understand; good planning and careful 
presentation are essential for this to be 
achieved. Great care must be devoted to 
the preparation of the script, not only with 
the object of improving the film, but also 
to save time and money in the photography 
and editing. The tempo of the film should 
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be unhurried, since time is needed for the 
assimilation of new ideas. The commentary 
should be simple, straightforward, and, 
above all, it should sound natural. 

The length of the film will be dictated 
mainly by the subject; but it should also be 
related to the way in which the film is in- 
tended to be used. For teaching, short 
films of 10 to 15 minutes are usually pre- 
ferred, since these can be used during a 
lecture period to supplement other instruc- 
tion; but where a film is intended to form 
the focus of a special meeting, it can with 
advantage be longer.

Industrial Safety Helmets (Light 
Duty) (BS 2095 : 1958) 


TP HIs revised publication, price Ss., 

marks yet a further step forward in 
the provision, through Standards, of pro- 
tection against head injury. 

Safety helmets conforming to this specifica- 
tion, as well as those made to the recently- 
issued BS2826, concerned with heavy-duty 
helmets, are designed for the protection of 
workers engaged in structural engineering, 
ship-building, mining, quarrying and similar 
occupations in which there is an ever-present 
risk of injury from falling objects. It is for 
safety officers and other buyers of helmets 
to decide (in consultation with their suppliers) 
which type of head protection is required for 
any particular category of worker—light-duty 
helmets conforming to BS2095 or the stouter 
helmets made to BS2826. 





Mastic Asphalt for Tanking and 
Damp-Proof Courses (Limestone 
Aggregate) (BS 1097 : 1958) 


THis revised British Standard, price 
4s. 6d., is published as part of a pro- 

gramme for revising all the standards for 

mastic asphalt for building purposes. 

When the standard was first issued in 
1943, it specified only two types of asphaltic 
cement, (a) asphaltic bitumen, and (b) equal 
proportions of asphaltic bitumen and refined 
lake asphalt. To these has now been added 
a third type, consisting of 75 per cent. bitu- 
men and 25 per cent. refined lake asphalt. 

The separate treatment, in the earlier 
edition of limestone and grit, has been super- 
seded by combining, in an ‘Aggregate’ 
clause, requirements for these two con- 
stituents of the mastic asphalt. Gradings 
are specified. 

Requirements are specified for the manu- 
facture and composition of the mastic 
asphalt, and for its remelting on the. site. 
Full details concerning sampling and 
methods of test are described; and an appen- 


dix sets out recommendations for the 
application of the mastic asphalt for tank- 
ing and damp-proof work. 

Mastic asphalt blocks conforming to 
BS 1097 are required to be marked with 
the standard number. The certification 
marks scheme of the BSI—under which 
licensed manufacturers may apply ‘the Kite 
Mark to their products—is described. 


Power-driven Travelling Jib Cranes 
(Rail-mounted Low Carriage Type) 
(BS 357 : 1958) 

the seven existing British 
Standards for cranes and excavators, 
the purpose of this revised publication is 
to indicate minimum constructional require- 
ments and to ensure reliability and safety in 
use. It places no restrictions on the general 
design of cranes or on the methods em- 
ployed in their construction. 

The standard, price 10s., deals with travel- 
ling jib cranes (power-driven, rail-wheel- 
mounted, on low carriage) of the following 
types: Non-shunting, free on rail; shunting, 
free on rail; portable type; any of the above 
types using outriggers; any of the above 
types, but with part slewing. 

‘Safety in operation’ is given special 
emphasis—there are clauses which specify 
detailed requirements for guarding, brake- 
magnets, electrical protective gear and limit 
switches. 

The method of calculating forces in steel 
members in the crane structure now refers 
to the recommendations contained in BS 
2573 ‘Report on Permissible Stresses in 
Crane Structure,’ and the principle of using 
a factor of safety has been discharged. The 
original method was based on the ultimate 
tensile strength of the material, but now 
the elastic limit is the criterion. 

Detailed requirements are specified for the 
design of the crane structure and hoisting 
equipment, and for brakes, electric motors, 
controllers and protective gear. The clause 
on stability has been modified and there is 
now only one set of co-efficients. Test re- 
quirements are tabulated for easy reference. 
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The appendices include a full list of 
British Standards for materials and equip- 
ment suitable for use in manufacture, in- 
formation regarding load capacity of gears, 
and definitions of crane speeds.

‘ LIBERAL STUDIES IN 
BUILDING EDUCATION’ 


What Teachers Lack 


A TALK on ‘Liberal Studies in Building 

Education,’ was given by Mr. A. J. 
JENKINSON, MA, principal of Bolton Tech- 
nical College, at a meeting on March 15 
held at Wigan and District Mining and 
Technical College. The meeting was 
organised by the North-Western Educa- 
tional Association for the Building 
Industry. Mr. W. Hatton, the president, 
was in the chair. 

Mr. Jenkinson prefaced his talk by 
explaining the difficulties of putting over the 
subject which, in his opinion, was somewhat 
nebulous for concrete terms. He felt that 
liberalisation should be achieved through 
the development of a student’s personality 
—by experience, conversation, extending 
his knowledge outside his immediate inter- 
ests, acquiring aptitudes and improving his 
taste and judgments. 

He did not agree wholeheartedly with 
the Ministry of Education Circular No. 323, 
upon which he based part of his talk. He 
felt that the adding of subjects to the cur- 
riculum was not always the best solution 
but that every technical teacher was capable 
of liberalising his own subject. How many 
teachers, he asked, when teaching building 
construction took the trouble to list the good 
and bad buildings which could be inspected 
locally or regionally, or even further afield? 

How many took the opportunity of 
devoting even a very small portion of their 
time to discussing matters of current impor- 
tance, probably unconnected with the build- 
ing industry but which would help to 
broaden their students’ minds? How many 
of the students in, say, National Certificate 
Courses, knew anything about the Bauhaus, 
Gropius, Le Corbusier, William Morris, 
Lethaby? 

He spoke of the infection for passing on 
ideas which should be present in every 
teacher; a brilliant scholar was often a dry 
individual and an illiberal education made 
people intractable, a liberal one made them 
open to conviction by sound argument.

J. Stewart Cothliff, managing director of 
John Cothliff, Ltd., will discuss ‘Impact of 
Modern Techniques on Craftmanship and 
Craft Education.’

Park Lane Improvement Bill: 
Four-lane Underpass Agreed 


WHEN the Park Lane Improvement Bill 

came up for consideration by a 
standing committee on March 26, Mr. 
NUGENT, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Transport, dealt with the pro- 
posal for a start to be made this year, with 
a large new entrance for vehicles through 
the new Bowater building at Knightsbridge, 
which would be incorporated in the build- 
ing itself. 

Mr. Ernest Davies asked if that would 
be a roadway through the building. 

Mr. NuGeEnt: ‘ Yes, not for pedestrians 
only, but a wide roadway through the 
building.” At the same time, he went ‘on, 
the pavement alignment on the north of 
Knightsbridge would be set back consider- 
ably to widen the road at that point. That 
would make it possible to put a rather larger 
roundabout in place of the existing small 
island, and also to move it northwards at 
the same time. 

It would not be as large as they would 
like even then, but it would be an improve- 
ment. It would be the exit for the traffic 
from the park at that point instead of the 
Albert Gate exit and entrance. 

The immediate intention of the LOC 
was to proceed with the improvement of 
the junction between Sloane-street and 
Knightsbridge. 

The work would be done now, and would 
be going forward during the year, and there 
was every reason to believe that it would 
be completed before the underpasses were 
open. As for long-term developments, he 
understood that the LCC had strong plans, 
but he was not able to outline what they 
were. 

An amendment to make provision for a 
four-lane underpass instead of the proposed 
two-lane underpass was agreed to. 


Marble Arch Proposals 


During subsequent discussion, the possi- 
bility of constructing an underpass at 
Marble Arch to relieve traffic congestion 
and ease the flow there was raised. 

Mr. Ernest Davies wanted a con- 
vincing reason for turning that proposal 
down. There had been suggestions of con- 
siderable demolition there, but the demo- 
lition for the Knightsbridge scheme would 
be considerable. In view of the expendi- 
ture on this important project it would be 
a pity if adequate works were not done at 
the Marble Arch end. 

Mr. NUGENT said that the arguments for 
demolition at Knightsbridge for the second 
underpass. were not comparable with those 
for an underpass at Marble Arch. He 
agreed that it would be an improvement to 
put an underpass at Marble Arch—either in 
a north-south or an east-west direction— 
but the amount of demolition in Edgware 
Road or Oxford Street would be so con- 
siderable, and of such a substantial and 
expensive nature, that it was felt, on balance, 
that it could not be accepted. 

Making a second underpass at Knights- 
bridge involved pulling down seven or eight 
houses. One was always reluctant to do 
that. The amount of demolition at Marble 
Arch would be very heavy, and it was only 


after full consideration that they had 
decided to proceed with the surface round- 
about scheme. There was no alternative to 
having to pull down 148 Piccadilly, which 
was a fine house, and which he would be 
reluctant to see disappear. 


Road Surfacing Materials 


ME- HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 
. of Transport, was asked in the 
Commons on March 26 about the choice 
of road surfacing materials, and the merits 
of hot rolled asphalt and mastic asphalt, 
both of which were being used on the 
carriageways in the Elephant and Castle area 
reconstruction. 

Mr. GeorceE Isaacs, a former Minister 
of Labour asked what recommendations 
had been made by the London County 
Council and the Southwark Borough Coun- 
cil about the choice of materials before 
the decision was made that part of the 
carriageways should be of mastic asphalt 
and part of hot rolled asphalt. He also 
wanted to know the estimated cost and 
period of life of each of the materials, what 
would be the extra cost if the whole instead 
of part of the surface was of mastic asphalt, 
and whether the Minister was satisfied that 
such extra cost would be fully compensated 
by a longer useful life which, in the esti- 
mation of the Southwark Council, would be 
twice that of hot rolled asphalt. 


Comparison of Costs 

Mr. WATKINSON said that the Southwark 
Council had recommended hand-laid mastic 
asphalt. The London County Council, 
whose scheme it was, provided in their 
specification for hot rolled asphalt because 
it was cheaper. The extra cost of using 
mastic asphalt throughout would be about 
£13,000, and he was not satisfied that the 
additional cost would be justified by a 
longer potential life of about five years. 

Mr. Isaacs asked whether the £13,000 
extra cost on the total cost of £1,500,000— 
which Mr. Watkinson had, in a previous 
answer, said would be involved in the con- 
struction of the two roundabouts ard the 
associated roads at the junction, including 
the cost of acquiring the land and property 
—was worth all the trouble, as the use 
of hot rolled asphalt would undoubtedly 
require resurfacing in much less time than 
if mastic asphalt was used. 

In view of the amount and nature of the 
traffic which would ultimately use the road, 
was it worth going to the trouble of dis- 
turbing the road surface in five or seven 
years when for another £13,000 it could be 
used for a longer period? 

Mr. Watkinson said that it was rather 
difficult to debate this technical matter, but 
he could answer Mr. Isaacs by saying that 
one disadvantage about the type that the 
Southwark Council wanted was that the 
road became very highly polished and dan- 
gerous to traffic. It was better on the whole 
to leave it to the LCC, which was the autho- 
rity to construct the road. 

Mr. Isaacs, replying to the argument 
about polished roads, said that if it was put 
where buses stopped and started they would 
polish the road. Would that lessen the 
danger to traffic, he asked. As he had given 
the. Minister time to deploy his arguments 
and consult his experts, he gave notice that 
he would raise the matter again at an early 
opportunity. 
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Blackwall Tunnel Duplication 


Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, replying on 
March 26 to Mr. A. Cooper, said: I am 
informing the London County Council that 
I am prepared to consider a scheme for the 
duplication of Blackwall Tunnel. I hope 
that it will be possible to begin work as 
soon as detailed plans and estimates have 
been considered and approved. He added, 
in a further reply, that he would like the 
work to start as soon as possible. Con- 
sulting engineers would probably have to 
be appointed. The old scheme might have 
to be re-examined. He had told the county 
council to go ahead, and was hoping they 
would expedite the work. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Rating Valuation 
Mr. GouGu asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government if he was aware 
that certain houses in Pound Hill, Crawley, 
built by Messrs. Taylor Woodrow Homes, 


Ltd., and fitted with smokeless fuel heat- | 


ing for clean air, had been valued for rating 
purposes at £6 more than exactly similar 
houses built by the same firm where the 
usual open-fire system had been installed; 
and what views the Clean Air Council had 
expressed on this matter. 

Mr. BeEvins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
in a written reply on March 25, stated: As 
Mr. Gough has been informed, these houses 
are not exactly similar. There are several 
material differences in the amenities which 
explain the difference in rating assessments; 
and the implication in the question cannot 
be sustained. There is nothing here for the 
Clean Air Council. 


Petrol-filling Stations 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government hopes to issue a circular soon, 
giving guidance about the building of new 
petrol-filling stations. Mr. BROOKE stated 
this in a written reply to Mr. Anthony Hurd 
on March 25. Mr. Hurd had asked what 
guidance under the Town and Country 
Planning Acts the Minister had given to 
local planning authorities about their 
giving consents for these stations. 


Improvement Grants 


Mr. Peyton asked the Minister of Agri- 
culture, Fisheries and Food if he would 
arrange for improvement grants to be paid 
direct to the builder. 

Mr. Gopser, Parliamentary Secretary, 
replying on March 24, said: This can be 
done now as arrangements already exist for 
payment of this grant direct to the mer- 
chant or contractor if the applicant so de- 
sires when the work has been satisfactorily 
completed. 

Mr. Hare, the Minister of Agriculture, 
in a written reply on March 24, stated that 
in England and Wales up to the end of 
February just over two-thirds of the 24,500 
applications for grants under the improve- 
ment scheme had been either formally 
decided, or were ready for approval subject, 
in some cases, to the production of satis- 
factory plans, specifications and tenders by 
the applicants. That showed no unreason 
able delay was occurring, He was taking 
action to speed up matters in those counties 
where the volume of work was greater than 
had been expected.

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LAW REPORT 


Omission of Clause in Contract 
to Allow Inspection by Architects 
and Surveyors ‘ Undoubtedly 
Accidental’ 


Chancery Division, Before Mr. Justice 
Roxburgh 


N the Chancery Division, on March 27, 
Mr. Justice Roxburgh had before him 
two summonses by D. and P. Estates, Ltd., 
of Brompton-road, SW, and Mr. Maurice 
Senley against Finborough Properties, Ltd., 
of Cavendish-square, W, and Messrs. Frank 
Norman Carmody, Gordon Everard Bowden 
and Joseph Leonard Godfrey, and one sum- 
mons by the defendants against the plain- 
tiffs arising out of a dispute over the build- 
ing of flats at Princes Gate, Kensington. 

Mr. F. W. Beney, QC, for D. and P. 
Estates, Ltd., and Mr. SENLEY, said they 
were freeholders of bomb-damaged land at 
Princes Gate. They granted a 999 years 
lease of 32-44, Princes Gate, in November, 
1954, to Finborough Properties. A deed of 
licence in May, 1955, gave the lessees power 
to demolish existing buildings and to build 
blocks of flats on the site. A deed of varia- 
tion, dated June 18, 1957, with the indi- 
vidual defendants as guarantors, made pro- 
vision for what was to be built on the site, 
and subject to what conditions. 

His first summons asked for an order, 
under the Arbitration Act, 1950, that the 
court appoint an arbitrator under a submis- 
sion to arbitration dated June 18, 1957, 
between the lessors and lessees, or alterna- 
tively, revocation of the arbitration 
agreement in respect of the dispute referred 
on that date. 

The lessees asked for a similar order but 
named a particular architect, Mr. J. Alan 
Slater; alternatively, they asked the court to 
declare that under the deed of variation 
the President of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects could be empowered to 
nominate an arbitrator. 

The lessors’ other summons asked the 
court to find that on the true construction 
of the deed of variation the lessors’ sur- 
veyors and architects were entitled from time 
to time to inspect the work to see that it 
was being carried out to their reasonable 
satisfaction. 

Mr. Beney said an arbitrator became 
necessary because disputes had arisen over 
plans and specifications. In 1957 the lessors 
brought an action for forfeiture of the lease 
but it was compromised, one term being that 
a deed of variation should be entered into. 

Mr. Justice RoxpurGH, dealing with the 
first summons, made an order that the deed 
of variation dated June 18, 1957, being the 
arbitration agreement, ceased to have effect 
with respect to the dispute or disputes re- 
ferred to arbitration in or about July, 1957, 
and, on the second summons, declared that 
upon the true construction of the deed the 
President of the Royal Institute of British 
Atchitects might nominate an architect to 
act as arbitrator under the deed. There 
would be liberty to apply to the court if 
the President was not willing to make the 
appointment. 

Dealing with the third summons, the judge 
said it was astounding to find that there 
was no clause in the deed of variation which 
appeared to contemplate any inspection by 
the landlords or their architects or their 


surveyors for the purpose of satisfying them- 
selves that the work was being done, while 
it was still in progress, or that it had been 
done when it was completed. 

It was essential for the business efficacy 
of the contract, that the Jandlords’ architects 
and surveyors should have rights of inspec- 
tion during the progress of the work and on 
completion. The omission of any clause 
with regard to such inspections was un- 
doubtedly accidental, and he was satisfied 
that such a clause could properly be implied. 


Architect’s Letter Held to Amount 
to a Variation Instruction 


Queen’s Bench Division, Before Mr. Justice 
Edmund Davies 


A LETTER from the Council’s architect 
rf accepting a proposal by contractors 
that another firm should be employed to 
bore piles after difficulty had been experi- 
enced in driving piles for the construction of 
a nine-storey block of flats, part of the 
Camden High-street housing scheme, ‘fell 
within the absolute discretion vested in him 
by the contract,’ said Mr. Justice EDMUND 
Davies in the Queen’s Bench Division on 
March 24. 

The judge gave judgment for Simplex Con- 
crete Piles, Ltd., of Brechin-place, SW7, on 
their claim against the St. Pancras Borough 
Council to be reimbursed a sum of £2,659 
extra cost incurred after another company, 
Cementation Co., Ltd., had been employed as 
sub-contractors in connection with founda- 
tion work. 

Simplex Concrete Piles, Ltd., contracted 
to do the work, but during its execution 
difficulty arose in driving piles, said the 
judge. The crucial issue in the case was 
whether a letter from the Council’s architect 
(Mr. R. F. Lloyd-Jones) dated July 30, 1953, 
regarding a quotation given to the plaintiff 
company by Cementation Co. for the sinking 
of boring piles amounted to an architect’s 
instruction for a variation or was merely a 
concession to the plaintiff company. 

The letter stated that the architect had 
discussed the position with the district 
surveyor. 

The letter confirmed that he (Mr. Lloyd- 
Jones) was prepared to accept the plaintiffs’ 
proposal that the piles supporting the block 
should be of the bored type in accordance 
with the quotation submitted by Cementa- 
tion Co., Ltd. 

There could be no doubt that Mr. Lloyd- 
Jones, who was greatly concerned by the 
prospect of the work being held up, certainly 
intended by his letter to authorise a varia- 
tion. In his lordship’s view it was an over- 
simplification of the case to say that, 
following the letter, the plaintiffs did no more 
than they were bound to do by their con- 
tract with the council. 

This contract provided that ‘the architect 
might in his absolute discretion issue written 
instructions in regard to a varjation or 
modification of the design, quality or 
quantity of the work.’ 

In his lordship’s view the architect’s action 
fell within the absolute discretion vested in 
him and was motivated by his desire to get 
the job moving. It led to the plaintiff com- 
pany doing something different from that 
which they were obliged to do and the 
Council was responsible for the extra ex- 
pense. 

Plaintiffs were awarded costs. 
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SPACE FOR GROWING 
INDUSTRIES 
LCC Housing Committee’s Views 


(THE Housing Committee’s latest 

review of progress with schemes for 
the expansion of country towns to take 
industry and population from the County 
of London will come before the Council 
at its meeting on April 1. 


New homes and jobs for nearly 16,000 
London families are envisaged under 
agreed expansion schemes for 10 towns, 
and negotiations are proceeding with 
another four towns. 


With progress on seven of the ten schemes 
dependent on attracting industry and with 
industrial sites immediately available at 
Haverhill and Thetford as well as Bletchley 
and Swindon, the Committee are intensifying 
efforts to bring the opportunities and ad- 
vantages offered by these towns to the notice 
of firms whose needs for rebuilding and ex- 
pansion cannot be met in London. Develop- 
ment of roads and services on industrial sites 
in expanding towns is being pressed forward 
and housing plans are being advanced in 
readiness to let contracts and have houses 
ready for tenants as soon as firms are ready 
to employ them. 


An advertising campaign over the next 
three months opened on March 27 in even- 
ing, morning, Sunday and local newspapers 
and in technical and trade journals. An in- 
dustrial information centre has been set up 
at County Hall and inquiries from interested 
firms are invited now. Special attention is 
being called to Haverhill and Thetford, 
where fully serviced industrial sites will 
shortly be available and housing schemes 
are ready to go to contract. 


Haverhill Factory 


Industrial development in expanding towns 
so far comprises 30 firms (including ten 
from the County of London, ten from 
Greater London and five newly established 
firms). Seventeen are at Bletchley, nine at 
Swindon and four at Haverhill. 


The Housing Committee are recommend- 
ing acceptance of a tender by Kerridge 
(Cambridge), Ltd., amounting to £144,322 for 
building 100 houses at Haverhill to accom- 
modate employees for a factory which is 
moving from London. Incidental expenses 
bring the estimated cost to £153,327. The 
Housing Committee have already accepted 
a separate tender by Holmes Bros., of 
Saffron Walden, for the erection of the 
factory. The Housing Committee also 
recommend approval of an estimate of 
£2,700,000 for buying and developing land 
for housing at Luton (Rural District), under 
a negotiated contract with W. and C. French, 
Ltd. This scheme comprises 1,430 dwellings 
and a number of shops on a site of 136 
acres, parts of which are reserved for two 
primary schools, two churches, a refresh- 
ment house and a community centre and 
recreation ground. 


Dealing with existing New Towns, the 
Housing Committee report that 2,455 fami- 
lies have been nominated and accommo- 
dated through the Industrial Selection 
Scheme in the New Towns up to January 1, 


1958, an increase of 433 since January 1. 
1957. 

















CANTERBURY 
BUILDERS 
President on ‘Firm Price 
Tendering’ 


PEAKING at the annual dinner of the 
Canterbury and District Association of 
Building Trades Employers, held at the 
County Hotel, Canterbury, recently, Mr. 
C. G. Drewrrt, president of the Southern 
Counties Federation, said that in these diffi- 
cult times it was necessary for those in the 
building industry to work as a team. He 
invited the co-operation of architects and 
quantity surveyors in this. 

In the past few months, he went on, the 
architects had invited tenders on the RIBA 
form of contract with the deletion of the 
rise and fall clause, i.e., firm price tendering. 

While the Federation did not dispute the 
argument that the return to firm price con- 
tracts might make a useful contribution to 
stabilisation of costs and prices, it was 
pointed out that the Government’s policy— 
or the lack of it—in their control of the 
nationalised industries substantially affected 
the cost of a contract. 

They felt that the nationalised industries, 
which provided both goods and services for 
building, should have been stabilised first, or 
at least at the same time. If they accepted 
that added responsibility. then their architect 
friends had also incurred considerable added 
responsibility, and they knew that they 
would pre-plan their work as far as possible, 
finalising details at the outset. Only in that 
way could the contractor purchase ahead 
and take advantage of prices on which his 
tender was based. 

Mr. Drewitt was replying to the toast 
of ‘ The Building Industry’ proposed by Mr. 
J. L. Bersiers, the Canterbury City Archi- 
tect, who made a plea for a greater under- 
standing and appreciation of centemporary 
architecture. That was something which the 
building industry could do a lot to foster 
and help to foster. 

Proposing ‘The Guests,’ Mr. J. RIGDEN, 
president of the Canterbury and District 
Association, who presided, said he was glad 
that Mr. Berbiers had been outspoken on 
the subject of modern architecture, and to 
know that the enlightened redevelopment of 
Canterbury would continue under his guid- 
ance. 

The response was made by Mr. G. STONE, 
president of the Folkestone and District 
Association BTE.

Bemolition Contractors’ 
Annual Luncheon 


MINISTER SPEAKS ON 
SLUM CLEARANCE 


ME. HUGH MOLSON, MP, Minister of 
Works, was principal guest at the 
annual luncheon of the National Federation 
of Demolition Contractors held on March 
26 at the Waldorf Hotel, Aldwych, WC2. 

In responding to a toast proposed by 
Mr. M. N. PENFOLD, vice-president of the 
Federation, Mr. Molson said that the 
demolition of outworn parts of built-up 
areas was essential for the preparation of 
future development. Those concerned with 
demolition work had a special contribution 
to make towards ridding the country of 
slum areas so that future generations would 
not be called upon to live in the same con- 
ditions which exist in certain places today. 

There were 13 million separate dwellings 
in England and Wales, he said, and in a 
recent survey it had been found that out of 
this number one in 15 had been found to 
be unfit for human habitation. There were 
850,000 houses due to be condemned. 
demolished and replaced. 

As an indication of their contribution to 
important work being done in clearing the 
slum areas, Mr. Molson said that in 1954 
the number of houses demolished was 
14,000, in 1955 the number was 18,000 and 
in the following year 25,000. In the first 
three-quarters of 1957 the figure was 25,000 
which meant that for the year there would 
be a further increase. This was a large 
step in the right direction. 

Referring to statements made by Mr 
Penfold in his speech, the Minister stated 
that he would be most willing to enter into 
discussions with representatives of the 
Federation concerning the special problems 
involved in their industry, such as con- 
tracts, etc. 

In concluding, the Minister emphasised 
the continued need for vigilance in matters 
of safety. The latest accident figures for 
building showed a decrease in the num- 
ber of killed and injured, which had reached 
a total previously of 13,000 a year. This 
was a good sign, but the figures were still 
too high. 

In proposing his toast Mr. PENFOLD had 
stated that the policy of the Ministry, as 
far as he could see, was out of date. He 
went on to ask why demolition contractors 
could not be the main contractors. ‘We 
have reached our teens now,” he added, ‘ and 
I am sure that the system of the Ministry 
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would be enhanced by the presence of those 
here today.’ 

The toast to ‘The Federation’ was pro- 
posed by Mr. J. H. ForsHaw, CB, VPRIBA, 
and responded to by the president, Mr. W. J. 
BALDERSTONE. Mr. S. B. ALLISON toasted 
*The Guests’ to which Mr. A. B. Moore 
responded. ©

Industry’s ‘Difficult Times’

intimation of a 20 per cent. cut in public 
building in 1959 and 1960 is bound to have 
severe repercussions on the building trade.’ 
So said Mr. S. V. MERCER, president of the | 
Federation of Master Builders (Midland 
Region), at the annual general meeting in 
Birmingham on March 25. 

Mr. Mercer offered hope that a change 
might come sooner than expected, saying: 
‘There are signs of our national problem of 
inflation being, at no distant date, super- 
seded by the international one of deflation.’ 
Mr. Mercer recalled that there had been 
two wage increases during the past year, and 
that increasing costs were a disturbing 
feature of the building of new houses. He 
called for a greater degree of planning, not 
only on the building site but also in the 
delivery of materials. 

Mr. W. J. MorRGAN, regional secretary, 
felt that the time had come for loans, backed 
by the Government, to be made available 
to the smaller builders in the same way that 
farmers received assistance.

DECISIONS 
Garden Held to be ‘Within Curtilage 
of Dwelling-house’ Although 
Separated by Road 
AN appeal against a determination made 
r under Section 17 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, by the 
St. Thomas RDC, that the erection of a 
garage in the garden of a house at The 
Strand, Topsham, Devon, is not ‘ permitted 
development ’ under the Town and Country 
Planning General Development Order, 
1950, has been decided by the Minister 
xf Housing and Local Government. 

The house lies on the north-east side of 
The Strand, which is an unclassified road. 
[The appeal site comprises a strip of garden 
jand on the opposite side of the road, 
extending south-west to the foreshore of 
the River Exe. 

The council’s determination that the pro- 
posed erection of a garage on the appeal 
site would constitute development within the 
meaning of the Act was made on the 
grounds (a) that the proposed development 
would not be within the curtilage of the 
dwelling-house, and (b) that the proposed 
garage would project beyond the forward- 
most part of the front of the dwelling- 
house.

(i) The conveyance of the property to him 
described the appeal site as * the lawn or gar- 
den in front of thie said dwelling-house and 
lying on the opposite side of the road or street 
known as The Strand,’ and, as the garden of 
the dwelling-house, comes within the definition 
of a curtilage as ‘a garden, yard, field or 
piece of void ground lying near and belonging 
to the messuage,’ given in the report of 
Pilbrow v. Vestry, of St. Leonard, Shore- 
ditch [1895], 1 Q.B. 438; 

(ii) The garage could not project beyond 
the forwardmost part of the dwelling-house, 
as it would face the house from the opposite 
side of the road where a different building line 
was applicable. 

The land in question, states the Minister,

The 
proposed garage is on the frontage opposite 
the house, and it would appear to be reason- 
able to require that the garage shall not 
project beyond the forwardmost part of the 
front of the neighbouring buildings on the 
south-west frontage of The Strand. 

The Minister accordingly decides that by 
virtue of Class I of the First Schedule to 
the Town and Country Planning General 
Development Order, 1950, the development 
falls within the category of permitted 
development for which applications for 
planning permissions are not required. He 
accordingly allows the appeal. 


London University Authorised to 
Erect Library Depository at 
Englefield Green 
A® appeal of the University of London 

has been allowed by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government against the 
refusal of Egham Urban District Council to 
permit the erection of a library depository 
with ancillary rooms and offices on either 
of two alternative sites in the grounds of 
the Royal Holloway College at Englefield 
Green, Surrey, and the construction of an 
access road. 

The Minister expresses the view that an 
institutional building such as the college was 
appropriate in the Green Belt, and noted 
that not one objection was received from 
the 43 residents notified of the inquiry. He 
allowed the appeal in respect of the north- 
ern site and dismissed it in respect of the 
southern site. 


Permission Refused for Development 
Near Syon Park, Isleworth 
REPRESENTING a local Housing 

Association, Mr. J. R. White, of Hol- 
land House, Isleworth, recently appealed to 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment against a refusal of the planning 
authority to allow him to build a number 
of houses or flats on a S4-acre site, at 
present occupied partly by allotments, in 
Park-road, _ Isleworth. The _ planning 
authority had refused permission on the 
ground that Park-road, which extended 
from the Isleworth riverside to Busch 
Corner and alongside Syon Park, formed a 
particularly attractive rural scene and that 


the basis of a four-year consent; and that

it would be wrong to allow house building 
to take place on the site. 

At an inquiry held into the appeal, Mr. 
White said that the proposed dwellings 
would not cover the site entirely, and sug- 
gested that the provision of dwellings, set 
in gardens, for 300 to 400 people would be 
better than the present use of the land by 
some 38 allotment holders. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that the land is apparently no 
longer required for hospital purposes (it was 
originally zoned for extensions to the West 
Middlesex Hospital), but this fact is not 
sufficient justification, in his view, for allow- 
ing a substantial residential development as 
proposed. He is of the opinion that such 
a development would be quite inappropriate 
to this area of high amenity value, which 
properly forms part of the area of open 
space to the north of the principal residen- 
tial development in this vicinity. Moreover, 
he is satisfied that the existing use of the 
land as part allotments and part market 
garden is a very useful and appropriate one 
and he has accordingly decided to dismiss 
the appeal. 


Condition Imposed on Erection of 
Lock-Up Garages Discharged by 
Minister 


A CONDITION imposed by Erith 
Zi aa ‘ . 
Borough Council in granting planning 
permission for the building of ten lock-up 
garages on land at Nos. 1 and 2, Hoddes- 
don-road, Belvedere, Kent, has been dis- 
charged by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The condition specified 
that ‘the garages are to be demolished and 
the site cleared not later than December 31, 
L961, unless consent has been obtained be- 
fore that date for their retention.’ 

An appeal was made against that condi- 
tion by Col. D. Fremantle, who proposed to 
build the garages on a site which is at 
present occupied by two old cottages. 

On behalf of the appellant it was pointed 
out that there appeared to be no proposals 
for the re-development of the area; that it 
was unreasonable to expect anyone to spend 
upwards of £1,000 for the erection of the 
garages, after demolition of the cottages, on

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there was need for private garage accom- 
modation in the area. 

For the Council, it was said that the 
Upper Belvedere area was in need of re- 
development as a whole at some future date 
and that they had asked that some indica- 
tion of this intention be shown in the 
County Development Plan when approved. 
The timing of the scheme was as yet un- 
decided. They considered it would be 
wrong to permit the area to be developed 
piecemeal, and equally wrong to give un- 
qualified permission for the proposed 
garages, which would probably not fit into 
any scheme of redevelopment. The Council 
also took the view that lock-up garages 
were normally better sited behind a front- 
age development, so as to have only a 
* single-width * access to the road. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that while he notes that the 
Council propose to re-develop the area as 
a whole at some future date, he considers 
that in the absence of any firm proposals 
for such re-development within the foresee- 
able future he would not be justified in up- 
holding the condition at issue. 


Council’s Refusal to Allow Display 
of Advertisement Board Upheld 
HE display of a coal firm’s advertise- 
ment board on land in Church-road, 
Great Bookham, which Leatherhead UDC 
had refused to allow to continue, was the 
subject of a recent appeal to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. 

The board is displayed at right-angles to 
the road, in the forecourt of a small coal 
office, which is set well back. The sign is 
painted yellow and black on a red back- 
ground. Near by is some light industrial 
and commercial development of an un- 
obtrusive character, and Church-road is of 
very pleasant appearance with substantial 
houses standing in wooded grounds flanking 
both sides of the road. Adjoining the site 
is a well maintained property known as The 
Granary, which is occupied as flats. 

In dismissing the appeal, the Minister 
says he appreciates that the coal office is 
itself very much screened from view along 
the road, but is of the opinion that the 
sign, by reason of its siting at high level 
in advance of the buildings in either direc- 
tion, and because of its size and striking 
colouring, is unduly obtrusive in this 
pleasant and mainly residential street. 


Builders’ Yard Proposal Rejected 
N appeal by Arthur Brooke Johnston 
(Builders) Ltd. against Guildford 

Borough Council’s refusal of planning per- 
mission for the use of land in Johnston 
Walk, Tilehouse Estate, as a builders’ yard 
and building an office, stores and work- 
shops has been rejected by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. 

The Minister took the view that the pro- 
posed builders’ depot, which would include 
a joiners’ shop, would be detrimental to 
the amenity of the neighbouring houses, 
existing and proposed. 

He agreed with the Council that the land 
could more appropriately be developed with 
houses in conjunction with the land to the 
south. Moreover, the right to use Tilehouse 
Farmhouse as a_ builders’ depot would 
remain, and a_ substantial amount of 
industry could become firmly established 
in that residential area. 
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Lifting Gear in the Building Industry 


A PAPER READ AT THE LONDON SAFETY CENTRE 


R. C. H. A. McCAULLY presented a 
paper entitled ‘Lifting Gear in the 
Building Industry’ at the 50th general meet- 
ing of the London Building and Engineering 
Contractors Accident Prevention Group 
held at the Safety Centre, Horseferry-road, 
SW1. Mr. McCaully said: 

I propose to talk on those pieces of equip- 
ment which connect the loads being lifted 
to the crane hooks, ‘referred to as lifting 
gear’ in the Building Regulations, and dealt 
with in Sections 58 to 65. I will first very 
briefly deal with basic materials of lifting 
gear, that is to say chain and wire ropes. 


The Regulations say that these items 
shall be of good construction, sound 
material, adequate strength and suitable 
quality, and free from patent defect. How 
can you ensure this? The simple answer 
is to make yourself familiar with the rele- 
vent British Standards and see that your 
ordering department specifies that these 
items shall be to the standards. 

Nearly all items of lifting gear are now, 
or will be within the next few months, 
covered by these standards, and they give 
the maximum degree of safety with prac- 
ticability. Not only should new gear be to 
British Standard, but repairs should be 
carried out so that the gear remains to that 
standard, particularly as regards heat-treat- 
ment and materials. 

The best modern chain is made from 
steel and is known as higher tensile steel 
chain, to BS1663. Slings made up with this 
material are covered by BS2902 and suitable 
hooks by BS2903. The chain is some 30 
per cent. stronger than the older wrought 
iron chain, and therefore if desired a SWL 
may be thus rated. I say—if desired—be- 
cause in order to avoid confusion with 
wrought iron chain already in use, some 
users prefer not to take advantage of the in- 
creased SWL except as an extra factor of 
safety. 


The Breaking Load 

In order to maintain the quality of this 
type of chain, samples from each length of 
the chain made are pulled to destruction; 
the breaking load multiplied by the stretch 
on a 3 ft. length at break must reach a 
specifiéd figure. The Jatter is known as the 
energy absorption factor and is a measure 
of the shock loading which can be absorbed 
by the chain before breaking. The links 
should not fail at the weld, but at the crown. 

If you use higher tensile steel chains, 
sooner or later the question of whether to 
use normalised or hardened and tempered 
chain will come up. The specification can 
be met by either. On purely technical 
grounds and for resisting wear the hardened 
and tempered chains are, in my opinion, the 
better, but normalising is much simpler 
treatment so there is less chance of it going 
wrong, particularly when repairs have to be 
considered. 

Steel chains are exempt from periodic 
heat-treatment, but of course they still re- 
quire regular examination, and this should 
be carried out by a person skilled in this 
work. It must be done in a regular and 
planned manner, and although proof testing 





at such examinations is not a statutory 
requirement, if only for psychological 
reasons, I do advocate it. 

Chains made from alloy steel which are 
lighter than the higher tensile steel] ones, are 
available. They are approximately twice as 
strong as equivalent wrought iron, but are 
in short supply, and the price is compara- 
tively high. They are, however, well werth 
considering in the case of very heavy slings 
which are in themselves a danger owing to 
their weight, or for chains rated at a low 
figure to meet severe service conditions. 


Causes of Failures 


There can be few users of lifting gear 
who do not know that as the angle between 
the legs of a sling increases, so the safe 
working load is reduced, yet neglect of this 
principle is still the cause of many chain 
failures through overloading. If it is not 
realised that this angle question comes up 
in many guises, a few examples will serve 
to illustrate my point. 

Two joists ran parallel at about 20 ft. 
height, down each side of a room. It was 
desired to lift a load in the centre of the 
room so each hook of the tworlegged sling 
was secured to one of the joists so that the 
legs stretched out were practically taut 
between the joists. A chain block was 
hooked into the ring of the two-legged 
sling, and the lift made. Of course the 
chain sling failed as it was vastly overloaded 
due to the large angle between the legs. 
This was simply a case of using the sling 
upside down. 

It was desired to lift a cone-shaped 
hopper into position, a chain block was 
fastened to a cross joist, the lifting hook 
taken down inside the hopper and secured 
to a 5/16 in. dia. wire which was taken 
across the hopper through small holes on 
either side and round bolts outside the 
holes. The wire was drawn taut and tied. 
The lifting hook of the chain block was 
placed round the taut wire and the lift 
made. The angle formed by the wires was 
about 160 degrees and of course the wire 
broke. 

A joist being lifted up by a _ block 
fastened to a guide pole had reached prac- 
tically the top of the lift and had to be 
pushed or pulled over to reach its seating. 
In carrying out this operation an angle is 
formed and very severe stresses arise on 
the lifting blocks or the wires securing the | 
block to the pole. 

Another way in which dangerous angles 
can be produced is when a chain is wrapped 
round an article being lifted. If the angle 
formed in the bite is more than 120 degrees 
the separate parts will be overloaded. This 
practice not only may cause overloading of 
the chain, but a severe bending on the links, 
I would point out that chains are tested and 
designed for straight pulls on the links, and 
while they will usually stand up to a fair 
degree of bending action on the links, it is 
quite often the case that links which have 
stood all the tests fail under bending loads 
due to some relatively slight imperfection 
which cannot be detected and so it is impor- 
tant to avoid any severe bending loads on 
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The Shell-Mex and B.P.

the links, and if it cannot be avoided to 
allow ample margin of safety. 

The most severe cause of bending action 
is undoubtedly the wrapping round of 
chains on the object being lifted, particularly 
joists and rolled steel sections. A joist is 
usually lifted by using a two-legged sling 
and wrapping each leg round the joist and 
hooking back on the sling itself. This is 
bad practice as it is liable to cause bending 
action on one or two links over and over 
again. There are in fact special hooks made 
to grip the ends of the joists, or if these are 
not suitable I would suggest that extra 
heavy short endless slings be used round the 
joists and the hooks placed in the loop of 
these slings. It is the general practice to 
rate endless slings at three quarters of the 
rating for ordinary chains so as to cater for 
this type of work where bending action is 
bound to arise. 

It may be difficult to alter what I realise 
is a long standing practice in the use of 
slings in this manner, but to use the chain 
of a chain tackle in this way is even more 
serious as the distortion of the links which 
is bound to take place sooner or later will 
affect the proper working of the chain in 
the block. As an outside observer I have 
noticed two common faults on building 
sites, (I) the method of securing portable 
lifting tackle to supporting steelwork is 
often unsatisfactory, and (II) that the 
requirements regarding safety hooks are 
frequently neglected. 


Use of Clamps 


To wind a piece of wire round steelwork 
several times, and to pass a top hook of a 
lifting tackle through the loop, is not to my 
mind satisfactory. Our old friend the angle 
may well come in here or the wire can be 
damaged on the sharp edges, or the whole 
load may come on one loop instead of a 
number, causing failure of one part and ulti- 
mate slipping of the whole lot. There are 
available for this type of work clamps for 
gripping joists, channels, etc. They cannot 
open once the top hook of the lifting gear 
has been put in the eye (neck clamps). The 
lighter blocks are often fastened to scaffold- 
ing tubes, and assuming that due allowance 
is made for strength or weakness of the tube 
in bending, the fastenings are often crude. 
Why not a proper but simple steel clip with 
a link to take the hook? 

The Building Regulations say that every 
hook used for raising or lowering or as a 
means of suspension shall either (a) be pro- 
vided with an efficient device to prevent the 
displacement of the sling or load from the 
hook, or (b) be of such shape as to reduce 
as far as possible the risk of such displace- 
ment. Now this regulation seems to be 
widely honoured as far as the hook actually 
on the cranes, but when it comes to slings 
or portable gear this is not always the case. 
The necessity for the regulation will be 
obvious. 

There must be a considerable risk in 
building operations of the point of a con- 
ventional hook catching in something and 
tipping out the load, or the load may be 
slackened off a little in the course of lifting 
operations and the hook be partly dis- 
engaged, and when the load is again lifted 
the hook slips out. This is a particular 
danger when lifting such items as trays of 


materials on three or four points suspension. 
There are two principle ways of satisfying 
the requirement, either by using a safety 


catch or a specially shaped hook. The 
safety catch does not seem to be popular 
mainly because if it is robust enough to 
stand up to rough conditions jit tends to 
constrict the opening of the hook. British 
Standards have brought out a new range 
of these hooks for use on chain slings, and 
on hand lifting tackle. I think these are 
the answer to the problems which have 
troubled us for a long time. Safety catches 
seem unpopular and the available safety 
hooks are at the moment rather too heavy. 


It is to be hoped that these new hooks 
which have been specially designed for 
building work will be widely adopted. 
Neither the safety catch hooks nor the 
safety shaped hooks are very suitable for 
back hooking, but this may be regarded as 
an advantage. I would strongly recommend 
that orders for lifting gear should always 
specify that the gear must comply with the 
Building Regulations, and gear which so 
complies must of course be fitted with 
safety hooks. It appears to me that it is 
definitely necessary to create a demand for 
these new hooks. It is at present the excep- 
tion rather than the rule for manufacturers 
to be definitely asked to supply chain tackles 
or lifting gear with safety hooks. Of course 
there is the alternative of mousing the hook 
in use. While this may be practicable for 
top hooks I doubt if bottom hooks are very 
often moused for every lift. 

For a person who is not very familiar 
with the details of building works I have 
perhaps said too much, but I would plead 
that we who handle the chains at the repair 
stage can make a shrewd judgment of what 
happens on the site. All chains are proof 
loaded to twice the safe working load. Now 
unless a greater load than the proof load is 
applied, they will not stretch, so any chain 
which has stretched has been overloaded, 
by the amount of the stretch, and it is 
indeed possible to make a fair estimate of 
the amount of the overload. Sometimes a 
hook is opened out but the chain has not 
stretched; this probably indicates that the 
point of the hook has caught in something 
or only part of the chain has stretched, 
usually indicating back hooking and exces- 
sive angles. 


INTERNATIONAL PAPER 
SIZES 


Adoption by BSI 


Tue British Standards Institution is initi- 
ating a progressive changeover in the 
sizes of paper it uses for all purposes 
—correspondence, duplicating and printing. 

The new sizes, taken from what is known 
as the international ‘ A series,’ have already 
won such favour that they are used in 26 
foreign countries and are likely to be for- 
mally adopted as a world standard by ISO, 
the International Organization for Stan- 
dardization. 

Their main advantage is that every size 
in the series has precisely the same propor- 
tions. The basic dimensions are .841 
millimetres wide by 1.189 millimetres high 
(i.e., 1 sq. metre in area), smaller sizes 
being obtained by halving the longer dimen- 
sion and larger sizes by doubling the 
shorter one. This consistency in relation- 
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ship has marked advantages for all who 
are concerned with the reproduction of 
illustrations, especially when photographic 
enlargement and reduction processes are 
involved. 


PURCHASE TAX ON 
GOODS VEHICLES. 


Prospects of Budget Relief 


By a Transport Correspondent 


MEMBERS of Parliament who have 
for some time been campaigning 
against purchase tax generally are not 
unhopeful that the tax on commercial 
vehicles may be lifted or substantially 
modified in the forthcoming Budget. 

It is argued that goods vehicles are 
items of industrial capital equipment and 
are the only capital goods which carry 
purchase tax. This has been urged upon 
the Chancellor as anomalous and unfair 
discrimination against an industry which 
is vital to export trade. 

Mr. Gerald Nabarro, MP, who has 
played a leading role in mobilising Parlia- 
mentary opinion on this matter, believes. 
that the Chancellor is impressed by these 
arguments and hopes that a decision to 
do away with the tax will be announced 
on April 15. If it is not. he is prepared 
to put down an amendment to the Fin- 
ance Bill, which he believes will command 
support from both sides of the House. 

Purchase tax on goods vehicles for the 
home market is levied at the rate of 30 
per cent. of the wholesale value of the 
chassis. The tax on passenger cars with: 
fewer than 12 seats is 60 per cent. of the- 
value of the complete vehicle. Utility: 
cars and similar dual-purpose vehicles— 
including vans with windows in the sides 
—are treated as passenger cars for this 
purpose. Vehicles fitted with engineering 
plant, such as air compressors and con- 
crete mixers, are exempt from the tax, as 
are dumpers, excavators, loading shovels, 
and so on. 


Insurance Premiums 


Unfortunately, any saving in transport 
costs that would result from the aboli- 
tion of purchase tax on goods vehicles is 
likely to be counterbalanced in the near 
future by higher insurance premiums. 
The leading companies are understood 
to be agreed that further increases are 
necessary, and on this occasion it is 
believed that the brunt of the extra: 
charges will have to be borne by opera- 
tors of ‘C’-licensed vehicles—those who 
use vans or trunks solely for carrying 
their own goods. 

It is stated that the private user has 
for a long time paid lower premiums 
than the general haulier, but that claims. 
experience has been increasingly unfav- 
ourable. The liability of such vehicles. 
to accidents is said to be increased 
because they are used mainly in con- 
gested areas. ‘ 

Another factor put forward is that the 
lighter goods vehicle is chiefly employe® 
by ‘C’ licensees, and as these are bas 
on passenger car design they tend to in- 
corporate a growing number of styling 
features (such as integral wings and body 
panels) which add substantially to repair 
costs.

BRADFORD 


Public Works Committee’s 
Decision 


BY the casting vote of Ald. R. C. Ruth, 

Bradford Public Works Committee, 
on March 26, reversed the decision of 
the city council to invite fixed-price 
tenders from private contractors for a 
section of the Allerton housing estate. The 
city council decision was over a proposal 
to build 379 dwellings, three houses and 
shops and 20 garages by direct labour at an 
estimated cost of £559,078. 

It was argued that the site was a bad one 
with a possibility of considerable extra cost 
for foundations, and that work should be 
let out at fixed prices. Ald. Ruth, at the 
meeting of the committee, made the casting 
vote. The City Engineer had explained to 
members some of the difficulties the work 
would entail, and it was decided to report 
to the council the difficulties of implement- 
ing the decision and to reaffirm the original 
proposal. 

Ap. RuTH later said that one of the 
difficulties was the question of a fixed price. 
It would mean considerable survey work 
would have to be undertaken and quantities 
drawn out in detail covering every possible 
contingency. The city engineer had not 
the staff to do it. As a servant of the 
Corporation, he would not be able to tender 
himself on the basis of a fixed price. To 
give the tenderers the fullest possible picture 
would mean the work would be delayed by 
about six months and would mean breaking 
the continuity of the Direct Labour Dept. 
They would have to dispense with a number 
of operatives, too, he said. 

It was argued at the committee, he said, 
that it was necessary to test the direct labour 
costs, but his reply was that there was ample 
evidence to test them now in the cost of 
traditional houses to borough councils and 
by the cost of privately built houses. The 
proposal to see fixed-price contracts could 
involve considerable preliminary expense 
without necessarily getting a single tender 
in, he said.

Bracknell Check on Tiles 


BRACKNELL NEW TOWN DEVELOPMENT 
CORPORATION announced on March 29 that 
the roofs of more than 300 houses built for 
the Corporation had to be re-examined after 
it was discovered that tiles on some of them 
had not been properly nailed down. 

Mr. JOHN ROWLEY, general manager of 
the Corporation, said that the fault was 
discovered before the mishap at Hatfield 
New Town.

‘The main contractor, Messrs. Y. J. Lovell 
and Son, Ltd., and the sub-contractor, 
Messrs. Pratt (Watford), Ltd. are giving 
their full co-operation in completing the 
roofs to the standard required by these 
specifications, and in the case of houses 
already occupied will carry out the work 
with the minimum of inconvenience to 
tenants.’

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA—The Australian Atomic 
Energy Commission will construct a build- 
ing at Lucas Heights, near Sydney, as head- 
quarters for the Australian Institute of 
Atomic Science and Engineering. The Insti- 
tute will enable the universities to carry out 
research beyond the range of their own 
facilities. : ... One of Australia’s major 
engineering enterprises, Clyde Industries 
Group, will set up four manufacturing plants 
at a cost of £A2m. on a 150-acre site near 
Melbourne. They are expected to be in 
production within 18 months. They will 
build diesel-electric and hydraulic loco- 
motives and trailers of all types and 
assemble motor cars. 


AUSTRALIA (Western Province).—New 
building, alterations and additions to exist- 
ing buildings in the past two years and 
building planned for the near future by 
Western Australian churches are valued at 
at about £4m. Among the biggest under- 
takings for the future are the Church of 
England Theological College at North Clare- 
mont (£93,000) and the Bunbury Cathedral 
(£110,000). The St. Thomas More College 
and Chapel at Crawley (£112,000) is one of 
the biggest under construction at the present 
tirhe. The Roman Catholic Church has 
erected buildings worth £954,038 in the past 
two years, and buildings valued at £323,792 
are in the course of construction. In its 
£500,000 building projects, the Church of 
England includes the Church of St. 
Lawrence, Dalkeith, which many architects 
consider will be the most contemporary 
church to be built in W.A. 


BRUNEI.—The State of Brunei an- 
nounces a public works development pro- 
gramme of one hundred million Malayan 
dollars.
